Nevertheleſs he gave liberty to all Religions that 
teach to worſhip ove God Creator of all things, gi- 
ving this as his Reaſon, That his Divine Majeſty did 
delight to be ſerved and wdored in divers manners. But 
he was a declared and an irreconcileable Enemy of 
Idols and Idolaters, whom he always vexed. 

He was of a middle ſtature, his ſhoulders were 
but narrow, his legs beautiful, his body full and 
well ſet, a comely face with good features, and 
his eyes ſo full of goodfeſs,mildneſs, and majeſty to- 
gether, that it 'was no cafie matter to look ſted- 
faftly upon them. Therefore the Prince was wont 
to turn away out of modeſty his eyes from him 
that ſpoke to him, that he might finiſh his diſcourſe 
with more confidence. He had but little hair upon 
his Lips and Chin, it was curPd, very thick,and of a 
fine Aſh-colour z he wore it long, contrary to the 
cuſtom of the Tartars, who ſhave their Heads be- 
fore, leaving but ſome few locks behind,” which

as were foiled thought it an honour, though over- 
come, to ſtruggle with a Prince of ſo much repu- 
tation. | 

This being the right deſcription of T amerlar, it 
is eaſie to be imagin'd, that reſt and a quiet life 
was not pleaſing to him. But though his aim was 
at Glory and Honour, he choſe rather to check 
his Martial temper, than to invade his Neighbours, 
and trouble their Peace without cauſe. Providence 
that had adopted him ſuffered not long his courage 
ro he without exerciſe : It led him upon this great 
Theatre of the World, there to appear in an emi- 
nent manner.

Tamerlan's War with the Moſcovites. 


'T HE Mefcovites broke the Peace : they wete © 
| 2 weary of that Reſt which they had long en- | 
joyed; thinking themſelves therefore ſo dreadful, ; 
that all their Neighbours were to ſtand in awe of } 
them: They made fome In-roads upon the Terri- | 
tories that are on this fide of Caza and _ 

| and | 
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TAMERLAW the G:eat, F 
and that border upon both. Empires. They' had 
never received any dammage from theſe Inhabi- 
tants: Their intention was only to conquer them 
without any Right or Claim. They enter*d there- 
fore amongſt them with their Angny, and cau'sd e- 
very thing to paſs through Fire'and Sword,: fparing 
neither Towns nor Villages; beſides, they: plun- 
derd a City bordering upon Zagatay, or Sachetay, 
and under Tamerlan's protection. 32a 

In this ſurpriſe, theſe poor Inhabitants, being 
not able to ſtop the fury of thoſe Northern Barba- 
rians, ſought aremedy from their Tears and Com: 
plaints, and from the Power and Juſtice of their 
Proteftor. Tamerlan was ſenſible of their wrongs, 
and the affront done to his Perſon and Government, 
by the Inſolency of the Moſcovites, who had diſco- 
ver'dſolittle regard of him. He promigd there- 
fore to puniſh them, and check their cruelty and. 
boldneſs: For that intent he takes advice, what to 
do inthis juncture, from his two faithful Counſel- 
lors, who encouraged him to declare an- open 
War with the Moſcovites, in defence of his People 
and Confederates. Ti lvx: 

In the mean time Odmar and Haly, according to 
their Princes expectation and Orders, were buſie in 
gathering together all their Troops diſperſed in 
Garriſons, to raiſe new Souldiers, and form acon- 
ſiderable Body, with the aſſiſtance of their Allies. 
At the firſt beginning of the Spring, Tamerlan, 
at the Head of his Army, marches againſt his Ene- 
mies, who were encamped upon the Borders, near 


the River Meſpha.

HE Provinces of Leaotam and of Pekin,

'digions Wall of avaſt length, built in the paſ- 
ſage of the Mountains, deprived of the benefit 
of that Prey which they were wont to make in 
that Kingdom by their frequent Inroads. They 
always brbught back Herds of Cattel, with which 
China abounds above all other places, becauſe of 
its good tefnperature, being neither too cold nor 
roo hot. This Conſideration, together with that 
of their honour, engag'd in the recovery of the 
Provinces which the Emperour of the T artarians 
eſteemed and valued at a high rate, obliged Ta- 
merlanto proſecute this Enterpriſe, to pleaſe his

The Army march'd ſoftly to avoid weariſom- 
neſs, and in. thirty Days got as far as Cjprobir, 
where news came tothem of Caltbes, who was in

_ At this. news the Prince.ſends for Calibes, who 
was with ten thouſand Horſe before Panthu, com- 
manding hit to come to him with ſpeed. In the 
mean while he was careful to provide all things 
needful; and to ſeck his advantages to win ths

The Army advanc'd ſoftly. within a League of 
Thiauchevoi > and the.next day. underſtood ſor 
certain, that the Chineſes were in their march to- 
wards him. The Emperour, . with a merry Coun- 
tenance, as ſoon as he had acquainted Odmar 
with the Order that he intended to obſerve, and 
drawn up his Men in the Field that he had cho- 


fen, look'd upon the Enemy in their march, at.the 


head of ſix thouſand Horſe, with. which he ad- . 
vanc'd before his Army, having Calzbes with him.. 
He uſed thus to view the Egemy himſetf,, without 
truſting to other Mens Eyes. He endeayour'd 
to draw them into the Field, where his Army 
was ready for the Battel. When he had well 
conſidered this vaſt Army, he commanded C al:- 
bes, as ſoon as he ſhould be aſlaulted, to retreat 
back in good order, and draw the Chineſes nearer 
to the Tartarian Troops: He Ieturned after; 

G Wards 
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wards to his Army'to-preparethemfor the fight, 
diſpoſing of his Infantry upon the declifie of the 
Hill with their Artillery to defend them. : They 
were in number fixcore thoutand men, armed ac- 
cording to the Chrxtians faſhion, under ſeveral 
Captains wio obeyud Axalla as their Lieutenant- 
General. - JoL 

' Fne Cavalry was drawn up in a plain Ground, 
having their Enemy at their right hand, and 


'thzir Infantry at the left ro witiidraw towards 


It in Caſe of necellity.. They were in number 
fourſcore thouſand Horſe. Ca/:bcs, with the 
Tartars, led the Van: He was to command thirty 
thonfand divided into three Bodics of ten thou- 
ſand a-piece, who'had orders to join to him as 
ſoon as he ſhould have drawa the Enemy into the 
Field, according tothe Prince's Orders. Odmar 
was commanded to ſecond hifh wich thirty thou- 
ſand more, and 7amerlan lcd tie Reer, which he 
Placed/near one-of 'the Wings of the Foot, 
which he look?d upon as the chief ſtrength of his 
Army. | ; an? 

His intention was to let thoſe threeſcore thou- 
ſand Horſe begin the Pattel, led on by thoſe' two 
great Commanders : He hop'd, when they ſhould 
have broken the Enemy, or ſhaken them-, he 
would quickly defeat them. He*'commanded 
them therefore to advance forward, ſtaying be- 
hind with his Infantry,and twenty thouſand choſen 
Horſe; able to win another Battel, if -his Men had 
been beaten. When theſe things were thus. or- 
der?d," Calibes, by retreating, from the Enemy, 
drew them on forward, but ſometimes he charg'd 
them home. It was a beautiful fight to _—

that great Army ſtronger than ours, full of arm- 
ed Chariots, with which the Chineſes expected to 
geta great advantage oyer T amerlan's Army. The 
Cpimſe were full of Gold and Silver, their Ar- 
mour, Horſes and Cloths, were fo loaden, that 
the Tartars had juſt cauſe to wonder. 

In the mean while the Emperour's Eye was eve- 
ry where ; he was well pleaſed ro ſee Catibes exe- 
cute his Orders ſo pun&tually, and to behold the 
Chineſes draw towards him in good order. He 
endeavour'd to underſtand in what place their 
King was; for that purpoſe he had near him the - 
Lord of Fauchefu, who was well acquainted with 


- their Rules and Manners. This Lord: caus'd:the 


Prince to take notice that they had but one Body 
which was not divided into Van and Reer, and 
that the King was inthe middle of his Chariots 
and Infantry. Upon this Tamerlan turn'd back 
to his Men, telling them, That they muſt ſcatter 
that Golden Cloud, and that the King of China! muſt 
give them a ſhaye of bis Riches. As ſoonas he, had 
ſpoken theſe words, he gave not time tothe Ene- 
my to reſt after a march of a long League, þbut 
ſent order to Calibes to begin to charge with his 
Van-gnard, and that he ſhould ſend back his ten 
thouſand wearied Horſe to him. Calibes conld-not 
prevail upon them to retreat, but they, as ſoon 
as the ſignal was given, deſired earneſtly to go 
in the Front, and give the firſt On-ſet, under the 
Command of a young Lord named 7Zioroatanri. 
Fhis Lord charg'd the formoſt of the Chineſes 
Army fo ſtontly, that he made thein give back. 
The Battel was Bloody , for every one -etidea- 
yonr'd to thew his Cotirage, and fight fot the 
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Honour of their Prince, and the ſafety of their 


Nation. In an hours time it was not known 
which Party had got the advantage; but at laſt, 
when' Calibes had been wounded; and his Squa- 
droas broken, the Enemy for a time ſeem'd to 
have won the Victory. we 

The Prince, who was an Eye-witneſs of this firſt 
charge, before he withdrew back to his Reer, 
law this diſhonour without any alteration in his 
Countenance : His' mind was ſo ſetled and un- 
moveable in proſperity and adverſity, he only 
ſaid, That the vaſt numbers of his Enemy,though 
in a Confuſion, had oppreſsd the courages of 
his men. | 

Theſe thirty thouſand Horſe already defeated 
were almoſt all Tartarians, that fight not in the 
ſame manner as the Parthians, nor in that good 
order. Two thouſand of them retreated with 
their wounded Commander behind the Prince, 
who ' cauſed his Wound to be fſearch'd be- 
fore him, and ordered himto.go back behind his 
Infantry with the other wounded Men, where a 
great many other Tartars rallied. 

That which Calzbes could not perform with the 
Tartars, Odmar did with the Parthians ; | he charg'd 
and broke into the Enemies with that fury, that 
he made a way through their whole Army, and 
afterwards fell upon one of their Wings, forcing 
them to retreat to their Chariots where the King 
was in perſon. It had been wiſdom to ſtop there, 


. orturn another way, but his fury made. him think 


nothing impoſlible for his Courage to perform : 
this perſwaſien caus'd him to affault that dreadful

' King of China was with forty thouſand Men un- 
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+ had march'd forward to help his Cavalry in their 
Retreat, and obliged them to rally after they had 
been broken by Odmar. - But in this Attempt he 
found a ſtrong reſiſtance,' and loſt a great many 
Men to no pprpoſe. This cauſed him to ſtop 
his Men, and end to the Prince for Infantry and 
Artillery, with which he afſur'd him that he 
ſhould gain the Victory. At this news the Prince 
commanded his Party to ſtand, and ſent him 
htty thouſand Foot, with ſome of hisArtillery;nn- 
der the Command of Axalla,whom he had ordec*d 
to forcethe Barricado of Chariots. This brave 
Captain with all ſpeed, march'd up to Odmar, 
and having put his Artillery in the Front, with 
which he caus'd ſuch a diſorder amongſt the Cha- 
riots that their Governours oblig'd the King to 
hight\the Taytars. He had an hundred ard fifty 
thouſand Men about his Perſon, but Axalla was 
not terrified with this vaſt number of Enemies, 
he-was thereby more encouraged to fight, ſo that 
he was never obſery'd to have bchaved himſeif 
more bravely, and with greater ſucceſs. 

In the mean while Odmar ſlept not, he knew 
that the Kings Cavalry that he had broken were 
rallied behind their Body of Foot; he chargd 
_ again afreſh, ſcatter'd and put them to 

ight. on 

At the ſame. time Tamerlan. came in with a 
choiſe Body of Horſe,and the reſt of his Infantry 


. Which he had commandcd to advance to ſuccour 


Axalla; without any delay he charg?d and cut 
all in pieces that ſtood before him, getting as far 
as the ſecond Barricado. of Chariots, where the 
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touch'd. Here the Fight was cruel for two or, 


three hours, every one ſtriving to overcome 


but at laſt the Reſerye-of Horſe: with which the 


Prince had charg'd fo vigorouſly, aſſiſting the 
Foot in good time, got the Victory, and put the 
Chineſes to flight. | 

The Day was won in this manner, after a 
bloody, Fight of eight hours ; the Night put a 
ſtop to the Slaughter, and favour'd the Coinecſes 


; In their Retreat. .Thcir Camp was taken and 


plunder'd by the Tartars, the King himſelf 
wounded with an Arrow in the Arm became 
a Priſoner ; two Kings that aſſiſted him loſt their 
Lives in the Hurly-burly, and two others were 
taken with him. | 

This compleat Victory enrich'd the Souldiers 
with Plunder. The Spoils were infinite and 
ineſtimable, nothing but Precious Stones, and 
Veſſels of Gold and Silver appear'd every where, 
with ſuch rich and beautiful Chariots that they 
conld not be too much admir'd, 

After this happy ſucceſs the Prince rode round 


- about the Field, as well to hinder more Effuſion of 


Blood, as to rally his Men and place his Guards; 
he unburden'd himſelf of the reſt of his cares uvp- 
on Axalla, leaving the King of China in his Cu- 
ſtody in the middle of his Infantry. Heintended 
to ſee him the next day, in the mean whiles he 
pave order to have him cured of his Wound, and 
well treated. 


. There was nothing more beautiful to the Eye |

on that day, and the many Ornaments with which 


they bad trimmed themſelyes; for the a

fying proſpett in theWorld.TheirArmy wasmore 
numerous than the Tart:rs, but they had neither 
the dexterity nor the courage of Tamerlan's Men, 
They ſay, that the King had: in the Field three 
hundred. and fifty thouſand Horſe, and two: hun- 


- $ dred: thouſand Foot ; bnt the molt part of them 


were unskiltul' Brutes, who ſufter*d themſelves to 
be butcher'd without reſiſtance, and without'ma- 
king uſe of their Numbers; for they had no know- 
ledge in the Art of War, or fo little that they 
were not much the better for it. Threeſcore 
3 thouſand Men dicd in this Battle. K* 
3 T amerlan gave lis orders far the burying of 
I the dead, and for thanks to he given to God for 
; the Victory; afterwards he caus'd all the wound. 
| ed to be carefully hcaled,of both Armies. Hewent 
| to viſit Calibes, who was ill with the Infeftion of 
the Air, and of a Wound, which hinder'd him 
; not from performing his duty and commanding 
the'Van, as carefully as if he had beemin perfect ' 
health. The Prince was well plcas'd with him, 
2 he look'd upon: him as the chief Commander, nexr 
to himſelf, amongſt the Tartarians; for he was ſo 
well beloved by them, that he was very well o. 
beyed. | 
T amerlan Teceived news, that one of the King 
of China's Brothers was fled with fifteen thou- 
ſand Horſe; he ſent thirty thouſand to purſhe 
him, . and commanded Parthu at the ſame time to 
yield. This City readily obeyed, ſending their 
Keys, which cauſed the Army to advance forword 
Into the Country. | 
| Tamerlenhad been almoſt a day and a night on 
G 4 Horſe. 


Horſeback, from which he lighted about two q . 


Clock in theMorning ; they brought to him a Loaf 
of Bread and Water, for he never drank any 
Wine; afcerwards he Jaid himſelf down upon a 
Carpet, diſcourſing with his Officers afterwards 
till Sun-riſing. 7 was, faith Alhacent, always 
near him at that time, and could never hear the leaft 
word from his Meuth which might diſcover any pride 
that: he took, in his good ſucceſs ;, he only piticd the 
King of China becauſe of his wrbapinef, cauſed by 
his refuſal of ſurrendring into his Hands what be- 
long*d to him by right. He teld Odmar that God

* Thenext day Tamerlas cauſed all his rich Tents 
to be ſpread, and placed his Guards in ſuch a 
manner - as might make his Grandeur to appear 
the, more-: the chief Officers of his Army being 
near his Perſon to wait upon him, he then ſent to 
Axalla that he ſhould bring before hime the King 
of China. As ſoon as he underitood that he was 
coming; ' he went out- of his Tent-to meet him.

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made me thy Priſoner : And if it be true what Fame 
ſpeaks of thee, that Tamerlan fights for nothing but

with thy Sword the Off-ſpring of the Sun, and the Lord 
of theWorld, who is now in thy power and at thy diſpoſal. 
He ſpoke theſe words witha free and bold aur,and 
not as a Supplicant. The Emperour ſaluted him 
firſt very civilly, and caus'd him to be led into his 
Tent, where he anſwer'd him by his Interpreter, 
That an unjuſt cauſe is hateful toevery Divinity, 
whether true or falſe; that for his part, he gave 
thanks to the immortal and incomprehenſible 
God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, whom he 
worſhipped, for the lateVictorywhickh he acknow- 
ledg'd to have receiv'd from his bounty alone ; as 

the King of China aſcrib'd the cauſe of his mi | 
fortune to his miſtaken Divinities: but he pro- 
mis'd that he would not abule the advantage that 
he had got upon him, but that he would endea- 
your by all civil and courteous dealing to cauſe 
him to forget his preſent condition. The King 
of China, ſurpris'd with this unexpected dit- 
courſe, return'd him his thanks. . At the cloſe 
of this diſcourſe Tamerlan drew back a little, to 
obſerve the motions and behavionr of this great 
Prince, whom he beheld ſtedfaſtly with delight. 
He ask'd him afterwards, what he thought of the 
Actions and courage of his Souldiers in the 


_Fight ? The King anſwer'd, That when he ſaw 


ſo feeble an Army, in Compariſon of his, came 
to him, he was fully perſwaded to get the Victo- 
Ty, but the Gods had otherwiſe orderd it. He

Before the: reply 
was made, one of the Commanders there preſent | 
defircd ro know whether he: did fight near his per- * 
ſon. He told them that he commanded. in the 
Battel the Cavalry, and wore as himſelf a Prince. 
ly Attire. They anſwer'd him that he was taken 
then he fetch'd a deep figh, which cauſed ſome 
to be fo inquiſitive why he was difpleaſed, that his 
Brother ſhould run the fame” hazards. as himſelf, 
and fall into the-ſame condition. He replyed, That 
in his misfartune he had this comfortable perfwa-

The King of Chinafelt a great ſatisfaction at 
this unexpected civility and hamanity. He was 
not. above thirty: years of Age, but had a long 
Face, great black Eyes, a Noſe of a middle fize, 
a long Beard, which: he handled often, a grave 
and lofty Air, like that of a great Prince. His 
Kingdom contains two hundred thouſand For- 
treſles, fifteen great Provinces or Governments ; 
in themare to be found many GAden Mines, and 
fome Silver, and a Certain Herb which we call 
Rhicharb, They reckon that' he: hath ſeven 
Kings wearing Crowns, his Tributaries. This 
largeand wide Country whichwe calt China, is 
named by the Inhabitants Tame; and the Peo- 
ple, whom we call Chineſes, are- named by them 
Tavgis. This. Country is full of Fowl and: Fiſh, 
becauſe of the many Rivers that run through it. 
Silk is here fo plentiful; that the Beggars are cloth- 
edtherewith. . Wool: is here ſcarce, but this 
want is remedied-with much Cotton and Linnen. 
TheClimateis temperate. The Men have liber- 
ty here to have as: many Wives as they can con- 
veniently keep: "They wear their Hair long, but 
the'/ Women have ſtiort Perrukes. There is al- 
ways. a General, or Governour over the whale 
Kingdom , next to the King , called by = 
a2 | Mon. 
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Tutor. The Brother of the King of Ch:n4 had 
this Office, which is of ſo- great importance; 
that the Laws command himto be: always with- 
in the Kingdom. But this man intreated the 
King his Brother ſo earneſtly, that he might be 
preſent at the Battel, which he was perſwaded to 
win, that he yielded to his importunities. He 
had plac'd in his ſtead a Lord which the King did 
not truſt. This griev'd theKing when he conſider'd 
that he had been guilty of fo great a fault, as to : 
ſuffer himto azard with him his perſon in the : 
ſame fight,-and to have left the Government of ſo | 
large aa Empire in unfaithful hands, 
 Tamerlancalled afterwards together his Pri- 
vy-Council, to adviſe what was to be done with 
the Priſoners,” and how they ſhould uſe their Vi- 
ctory, Atthattime news was brought, that the 
King's Brother was ſafely arrived at Quanton, 
a City which he had fortified, that he was endea- 
vouring .to. furniſh-it. with all manner. of: Provi- 
ſions, and that he was buſily employed .in ga- 
thering together. an Army. - As ſoon as Tamer- 
lan heard this,; he ſent the ;Priſoners, with two 
thouſand (Parthian Horſe to Pekin, for his Army 
had reſted themſelves ſeveral Days : he com- 
manded:them to ſtop there a little,and carry them 
over the Mountains to, Burday, a City that had 
been always faithful to the Tartars, and that they 
ſhould there.keep them till; they had further or- 
der. Malaxany, Axalla's; Lieutenant General, 
was to command that Party; by him the Prince 
writ to the Emperour his Uncle, and to his Vice- 
rey of Sachetay, to acquaint them with his happy

of his Men, _ but the- Chineſes many: By this 
means he freed himſelf from a great many Cha- 
riots and Baggage that incumber'd his Army, 
ſending them with the Priſoners. He order'd * 
alſo the Recruits to be haſtened, and forty thou- 
ſand Foot to be gathered in Parthia, and thirty 
thouſand Horſe in T artaria, that they might come 
to him before the Forces of the King of China 
could be able to make head to ſtop him. He ad- 
vis'd what was beſt to be done upoa this news, 
and it was reſolved, That Qxanton ſhould be ſpe- 
dily beſieg'd, and, if it were poſlible, to ſhut up 
the Kings Brocher inthe City. 

. This placeis one of the chiefeſt of the King- 
dom, very populous, and paturally ſtrong. It 
was about forty Leagues from the Field where 
the Battel was fought. Odmar took in his way 
thithermany ſmall Towns, without oppoſition, 
and was march'd as far as the Walls, diſperſing 
his Troops round about, with an intention not 
todepart without the Prince's order, to whom 
he had diſpatch'd a Meſlenger, to underſtand his 
pleaſure. An univerſal fright had ſeiz'd upon 
the hearts of all the Inhabitants'of the Kingdom, - 
though the Kings Brother endeayour'd to ſettle 
their minds, and oblige them' to take Courage, 
The Humanity of Tamerlar, and the Civilities 
that hehad expreſled to the King of China, and 
tothe reſt of his Priſoners, being nois'd abroad in 
the Country , ſatisfied their minds, and made

and that when. he was angry, by an indiſcreet 
fierceneſs, he was loth to be cruel and rough-to | 
any : But in regard his deſign was to bring down ; 
the proud, and to raiſe up the humble, heob. | 
ſerv'd an equality in his Rewards and Puniſh- 
meats, to prevent by that means all occaſions ' 
and inclinations of miſchief. He had another : 
good quality that caus*d him to be admir*'d and 
cheriſh'd by all the World : he was a religious | 
obſerver of his word, and no Perſoff durſt at | 
tempt to make him break it, without deſerving 3 
his diſpleaſure. The fame of ſo many good qua- * 
lities, and of fo rarea Virtue in T amerlan,ſpread- 7 
ing about amongſt thei ignorant Chinefes, pro- þ 
duc'd this good effect ; that when once they had | 
obtain'd his word, they depended vponiit as if 7 
he had put it immediately in. execution. This.is ; 
of an high importance to fettle the intereſt 'of a | 
Conquerour amongſt his new Subjects. Wn 
Atter all theſe orders given, T amerlan com- 
manded publick Prayers to be ſaid, to implore 
the Divine. aſſiſtance. He diſtributed Moneys 
afterwards to the Captains, that they might have 
a care to heal the wounded,.and provide neceſ- 
{aries for them; ;and with the reſt of his Army, | 
ingood order, march'd towards Quanron. He {| 
had order'd Odmar to Poſt himfelf on the other | 
ſide of the Town, to hinder the Kings Brother 
from.carrying into it his ſuccours,in.caſe heſhould 
attempt to put any in; willing him 'to oppoſe 
himſelf with all his power, and to-fight him in cafe 
of neceſſity; for he inform'd him that he was 
coming with the Army to beſicge that City. - * 
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. At this ſame time the Kings Brother ſeat Em- 
baſladours to T amerlary, to Know how the King 
did, and to deſire leave to viſit him.  Tamerle: 
was glad of this requeſt, becauſe he feared that: 


he would have Proclaim'd himſelf King of China, 


and by that means have created him much more 
trouble than his elder Brother. In the mean 
while, the Prince of China having underſtood in 
what condition the Citizens of _ Quanion were, 
he reſolved to ſuccour them, and adventure ano- 
ther Battel; becaule, as he thought, he had the 
Troops of his Allies, and his own Army, nume- 
rous enough to do this bulineſs: for that purpoſe 
he march'd ſtraight to Porchio, ſcituate upon a 
great River, where he intended to'build a Bridge 


with Boats, having Materials in abundance. 


| As ſoon as Tamerlay had underſtood his moti- 
on, he caus'd a Ditch to be made-at the end of 
the Bridge that was over the Riyer, with a For- 
tification to prevent all ſudden attempts ; pla- 
Cing there three or four thouſand ' of his beſt 
Souldiers to Guardit. In the mean while, as the 
Enemy drew near, he ſtood with his Army drawn 
uÞ on this ſide the River, and took notice of 
their countenance and motion. _ : Ek 
Both Armies continued in this manner ten or 
twelve days, without performing any thing wor- 
At laſt Tamerian had news 
brought him , that the Kings Brother had ga- 
thered together a great many Boats, and was

had paſs'd over the River. About Midnight ; 


they left their Camp, and came to their Rendez- 


vous about Noon. Oadmar was there half an hour | 


before the reſt, but as ſoon as he underſtood that 


there was no more of the Chineſes on his ſide of | 
the River than he was able to beat, he ſtop'd Þ 
with his Party without medling with them; be- | 


cauſe he wiſh*d that more would adventure over, 
and he ſtaid for Tamerlar's coming. He thought 
fit to ſend ſome Scouts to underſtand how their 
nuniber increas'd : when he perceived that there 
were about fifty thouſand paſled over the River, 
he ſent news of itto Tamerlan; who was at hand; 
and march'd directly toattack them. His com- 
ing was not expected, for they knew nothing of 
bis March : He found them in diſorder, ſo that 
at the firſt On-ſet he putthem to flight. Some of 
them reſiſted with courage, but not ſo ſtoutly as 
they might have done in fo advantageous a Poſt 
as they were in; for they had the River on the 


- one ſide, and a large Marſh on the other ſide. It 


is certain, that if they had but known their 
ſtrength, and the' advantage of the _ þ 
| m 
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ſinall reſiſtance had been able ym the Tart ari- 
azs, But as ſoon as T amerlay's Infantry had got ; 
asfar as the Rivers ſide, and had pierced through 
to the Bridge of Boats, they began to break and 
fink it. They had a great Ship4n the manner of 
a Fire-ſhip, coming down with the Stream; as 
ſoon as.it was within a convenient diſtance, the 
Tartars ſet it on fire. This flaming Engine, car- 
ried with .the..ſtrength of the Water, beat with 
fury againſt - the Bridge, | broke ſome of 'the 
Boats, ſcattered others, and burn'd thoſe that 
were neareſt. - This ſtrange ſight aſtoniſh'd the 
Chineſes that were paſled:oyer the River, becauſe 
they ſaw nohopes of ſaving themſelves by a Re- 
treat. Twenty thouſand of them were gin 
the place, and amongſt the - reſt the Prince, of 
Cochinchine, at the firſt On-ſet; where he behaved 
himſelf like aMan of courage. The Brother of 
the King 'of 'China ſaw his Men deſtroyed and 
drowned, 'and himſelf unable to aſliſt them. 
Though he: had loſt in this Encounter . but the 
third part of his Army, and had yet ene hundred 
thouſand freſh'Men, there was no likelihood that 
he. would hazard to fight with them againſt Ta- 
merlan, 'who commanded the Head of the. Prince 3

In the niean while the Prince was watching, to 
vbbſerye what motion and courſe the Kings Bro- 
ther would take after.his late overthrow. He 
intended, if he did not forſake the Banks of the 
River, to paſs over and purſue him to the Sea ſide. 
After three or four days ſtaying, he was advi- 
{ed by his Captains, to get over the Water only 
With his Cayalry. His intentwas to march three 
of four Leagues into the Country, to hinder the 
Chirieſes from ſeeking a Ford, which they intend- 
cd, that they might more ſpeedily ſuccour Quay 


_ foil that was belieged. 


This fear quickly ceaſed, as'ſoon as the Prince 
of China had ſeen the Tarrars on his ſide of the 
River; for not thinking himlelf ſafe near fo 


. powerful an Enemy, he retreated with ſpecd to- 


wards the Sea, ſheltering ; himſelf amongſt -the 
Mountains; into which the Cavalry could nbt 
eaſily approach, and where his Army could. ins 
trench and fortifie themſelves with eaſe. . .When 
he was come-to: that place, and had reſted his 
Men, he conſulted with the Grandees of China 
that wete about him, what reſolution: way beſt 
fobe taken. They advis'd him to ſeek the fair- 
eſt means; and for that purpoſe, thathe ſhould 


fend to Tamerlaz Overtures of Peace, to. rats 


ſom the King, and ſave the reſt of the Proyincesz 
relling him, that he ſhould endeavour-to patchaſe 
Peace with Gold or Silver, ſecing that ſo much 
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Blood had been ſpilt in yain: That they perceiv- 
ed that the Gods were wroth with their Nation, 
ſeeing that they had favour'd their Eneinies ſo 
apparently ; - and therefore they had belt yield to 


neceflity, and*to the conditions that T amerlan | 


would impoſe upon them : For. that purpoſe, the 
Kings brother” ſent for a ſafe ConduCt for ſuch 


as he ſhould ſend to treat with Tamerlan, which 


was readily granted to.as many as heſhould ap- 
Point. Ls 

- In the mean while Quanton was ſurrender'd in- 
to Axalla's Hands, who cauſed the Garriſon to 
departy and received the Inhabitants in the pro- 
tettion of Tamerla,” and all ſuch as were wil- 
ling to ſtay there without Armour, Hemarch'd 
into the City amidſt the general applauſe of the 
People, who: were deſirous to ſee their new 
Prince. They received him very honourably ; 
Axalla put thirty thouſand Men there .in Gar- 
riſon, giving them ſome Money to ſupply their 
neceſſities until the Army could Muſter and re. 
ceive the three Months pay due'to them, which 
aniounted- to eight hundred thouſand ,Tentins, 


which are worth four hundred and fifty thouſand 


Crowns, or thereabouts. The Inhabitants of 
Quanton readily paid this Money. | 

: \Whillt theſe things were ated, the Emperour 
ſent Mlhacent to Axalla. ' He found him treating, 


and' feaſting his Captains, in expectation of his |

lige them the ſooner to ſeek an honourable 
Peace, andſettle his own intereſt in thoſe Parts. 
 Albacent returned back from Quanton to the 
Prince, being much ſatisfied to have: ſeen that 

beautiful and great City, ſo well fortified and ſo 
populous, ſtanding in a fruitful Soil, abounding 
1n all manner of good things. The Army was 
two Months and a half abont it, without ſuffering 
any want of Proviſions ; and-might have continn- 
ed there three or four Weeks with eaſe and plen- 
ty; for there was no lack of any thing in the'Ci- 
ty, unleſs it were of Men; for many had been 
kill'd during the Siege. To ſupply this want, 
the Kings Brother adyanc'd with his Army, to 
calt in ſome recruits. Many alſo of the Tartars 
were dead; through the unwholſomneſs of the 
-Air,"and the violent Heats unto which their Bo- 
dies were not accuſtomed. Therefore they wait- 
ed and watched the Recruits that were coming 
in haſte to the Army, before it could advance 
further intoWe Kingdom, or affault any other 
Place. Axalla, who ſtaid in the Town, ſpent his 
timein making up the Breaches which the Artille- 
ry had made, and win the affeCtions of the Citi-

years. This is a fon for thoſe that Gg- 
vern Republiques and Empires, not to have too 
great a confidence jn the common People,let their 
roteſſion of zeal and affeftion be never ſo great. 
This conſideration gblig'd Axalls to doubt of 
the future, and to conteſs tq {{hacent, that he 
knew not hoy ſo great a Multitude could be kePC 
In arder and commanded, in caſe any loſs or miſ- 
ffrtune ſhould: happen to his Party. He com- 
wanged him therefore to tell the Prince, that he 
ſhovld not. proceed on further 1n- the Conqueſt af 
the Country, byt endeavour to 'treat with the 
Enemy before his Army ſhould decreaſe 5 and 
that he ſhould conſider, befare heleft the Coun- 
try,how he ſhould be able to keep under ſuch a 
Multitude of People in his abſence,which were ſo 
inclicable to change, and ſo uncapant. 


A whole year had been ſpent already in this 


Expedition, and the Companies that decreas'd 
daily through the Diſtempers of the Autumn, dil- 
coyered the weakneſs into which they ſhould in- 
fallibly fall. The Prince configered all theſe 
things; beſides, he feared, that a too long and 
tedious abſence wapld cauſe ſome diſturbance 18 
his Empire,as it happens very often: He thought 
therefore it was as much honour for him to hes 
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by his wiſdom, what he had gained, as to win 
and conquer it. by his Valour. Therefore it was 
his mode neyer to refuſe reaſonable offers of 


Peace, and to value that more which he obtain'd 


by that Method, than that which he#purchas'd 
with his Sword, He conſider'd alſo that if he 
could preferye all that Country which he had 
over-run, which made the third part of the King. 
dom, 'and' receive from the remainder a yearly 
Tribute, he: ſhould be. able to. bridle in the Kin 

of China, and hinder him from revolting ; _ 
that before he would attempt any ſuch thing, he 


would think a while upon it: And that he would 


take ſuch a courſe to ſecure his intereſt againſt 
the natural inconſtancy of the Nation, thatb 
the puniſhment that he would inflict upon the Of- 
fenders, he would ſcare and terrifie all others 
from a Rebellion. 

He was therefore reſolved to hearken to the 
firſt reaſonable Propoſals of Agreement, and to 
bound inthat place the Conqueſts of Ching; ſee- 
ing that what he had already taken was almoſt the 
third part of the Kingdom, and he had enough 
to bridle the King of China, and to hinder. him 
from revolting, if he ſhould at any time deſire 
It. : 

The Ambaſladours, who were ſome of the 
Chief Lords of the Kingdom, came to T amerlan y 
who received them as courteouſly as could be ex- 
pected, ſhewing'to them all the Grandeur and 
State of his Court, and the ſtrength of his Army, 
that they might have a ſtronger inclination to be 
at peace with him. When they had ſaluted Ta- 
werlar, they told him that the Prince of Chins

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had ſent themto treat with him about the Liberty 


of their King, and the Peace of Chiza.”* That the * 


Fame of his mildneſs and humanity had invited 


them to try it by experience, before they would 


again complain of the ungratitude of their Gods. 
That they were now highly diſpleaſed at their 
own negle&t. That they had not prevented his 
entrance into their Kingdom, by yielding to him 
all thoſe things that he requeſted-of: them with 
ſo muchequity and Juſtice. That now they were 
cometo make him full amends, and receive from 
him ſuch! condicions as he ſhould require. That 
they were at preſent ſenſible, though too late; 
that nothing was able to ſtop the progreſs of his 
Army, and that they were willing ta be Examples 
of this to future Ages. 104 | 
The Prince liſtened with attention to their diſ- 


courſe, which he cauſed to be- interpreted to 


him, and made this reply ; That they had good 
reaſon to rely upon his humanity and mildneſs, 
but that they had done wiſer, if they. had made 
trial of it before they had experienced the ſtrength 
of his Army, In ſucha caſe their condidion had 
been better, and they had been more kindly uſed.

He incited Tamerlan to nothing but to - 
Glorious Actions, to Noble Deſigns full of Ho- 
nour ; and when they were to be executed, he was 
always the firſt man that would- adventure his. 
Lifeand Perſon, without ſparing himſelf. And 
though Tamerlan had always next to his Perſon 
many illuſtrious Princes and noble Lords, their 
Glory was darkened by the Splendour and Mag- 
nificence of Axalls, who exceeded them all in 
number of Servants, in beautiful Horſes, and 
ina ſtately and glortous Train, He had a great 
Soul, adorned with many Vertues, and a Diſ- 
cretion able to maintain his own intereſt. He. 
never gave any Counſel. but he offered himſelf ro 
put it in execution; in which he always was ſo 
happy that all things ſucceeded to him that he un- 
dertook. His Policy appeared chiefly in liſtening 
toall perſons that had any Errand to-him.

Grandeur 
agrees with your Place, but Humility is my greateſt 
Ornameit. I am near your Perſon, my noble Lord, 
for no other purpoſe, but to cauſe you to. be honoured, 
if therefore you be reſpected, it is ſufficient. It mat- 
zers not how I behgve my ſelf, ſo I perform my Duty. 
If I were ſtately and proud, I ſhould become odious 
to all the Lords of your Court, and diſoblige them ſo 
as to think ill of your choice of my Perſon. I ſhall de- 
ſire that they may honour me, not for "my ſake, but for 
yours, that your ſervice may be better advanc'd. 
This Anſwer gavea. great ſatisfaction to the Em- 
pecour ; for he had a particular art to gain the 
love of every one, and he' was reſpected alfa 
more thaa he deliced.

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Army ſhould march over the Borders of Adſcovy, 
ſtraight towards Conſtantinople, the chief City of 
Greece, whither Bajazet with his Army were go- 
ing apace ; for. he was in Aſia Anor.. Tamerlan 
ſent a Relation of Axalla, to inform the Empe- 
rour Palcologue of the coming of his Army; for 
whoſe ſubſiltance great ſtores of Proviſions had- 
been laid up in all the conſiderable Cities of the 
Empire. t 

. Tamerlan therefore, in purſuance of his Expe- 
dition, went from Samarcande to: Ozxra,. where 
the Rendezvous was appointed of the whole Ar- 
my. There it was debated again which way to 
take ;, that of Capha, by the Borders of Myſcovy; 
or the other way, on the other ſide of the Caſpian 
Sea, through the Confines of Perſia. Atlalt it 
was reſolved that the Army ſhould march to Ca- 
pha, and from thence to Trapezantium, or Tre- 
b:ſonde, through the Borders of the Georgians, 
and enter that way into the Dominions of the 
Turks. 

Thus, when Prayers had been ſolemnly offered 

up to God, to implore his aid and gracious aſli- 


ſtance, for the Prince did put inhim his greateſt 


confidence, the whole Army, went ſtraight to 
Marais , where It abode three days in expeCta- 
tion of the Troops ſent from Odmar, who were 
near at hand, as well as the other Succours com- 
ing out of Muſcovy. 


. * Ia this place the Emperour caus'd a General 


Muſter and Review of all his Army, which was 
obliged to march twenty Leagues througha De- 
ſart Country, where they found no comfort, not 
ſd much as a little freſi Water. Tamerlan had 
Wer ; Pro- 
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ided beforetiand for this inconyeniency, 
he had ordered all the Ships and Veſlels inthe 
Harbours of the Caſpian Sea; to attend npon 
him and the 'Army, near. the Shore. In' theſe 
Ships were Proviſions ſufficient, a great deal of 
Ammunition, andthe moſt part of his Equipage- 
This foreſight help'd them in feafon, and hinder- 
ed the Army from meeting with want. In the 
march the Prince went along the Sea-Coaſt, ſport- 
ing himſelf in Hunting, or diſcourſing with his 
Attendants ; he was commonly about ten Leagues. 
from the Army, and none came near him 'bet 
thoſe that carried Proviſions from the Ships. 
This Army was ſo numerous, that they ſtretch. 
ed along twenty Leagues into the Country- 

When it was cone to Mecher, there the Army 
went over the River Eel, by a Bridge that was 
there, and two or three: more mede on purpoſe 
for a more ſpeedy pallage. During this time the 
Prince abode at Sarafick, where he underftood 
for certain that Bajazert was going to beſiege Con- 


fhaminople, that he had conquered all Bythimia 


and Burſa, the chief City of this Kingdom : that 
he had commanded it to be well fortified, and 
many other Towns where he had exercis'd his 
cfuelty upon the Inhabirants: That all the Neigh- 
bouring Provinces, for fear of him, yielded with- 
out- reſiſtance,” and became Tribntaries to him. 
The news that diſpleas'd Tamerlan moſt, was, 
that Capha a ftrong' City, where Axalla was 
broughtup,: and received under his protection at 
Axalle's requeſt;had followed the Example of the 


reſt, and' opened their Gates to the barbarous 


Enemy. This unworthy contempt of his Autho- 
| city . 
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tity Tamerlan was reſolved: to puniſh; he ſent 
therefore to ſummon them to appear before him; 
and give an account of theif revolt from him. 
The Citizens were troubled at this Meſlage, they 
apprehended his juſt indignation, and the puniſh- 
ment. due for their Rebellion. They ſent there- 


fore ſome of their Citizens to pacific his wrath, 


with many rich Gifts and rare Furs: They pro. 
mis'd in the name of the reſt, that they would 
never be guilty of any ſuch Crime for the future, 
but would;endeavour to make amends for it by 
their future behaviour and faithfulneſs. The 
Emperour underſtanding of 'their true repen- 
tance, he pardon'd them for Axalla's ſake, unto 
whom he gave the Soveraignty of the City. Ax- 
alla went to viſit there his Friends and Relations, 
and ſettle there a good Order and Government 
for the ſecurity . of the place; giving his Citi- 
Zens to underſtand that he loved his own Coun- 
try, and would ſee to preſerve his Country-men. 
In his way he took Tana which belong'd to the 
Genoeſes, he recover'd Aches and Lopeſo, three 
conſiderable Towns which the Prince beſtowed 
upon Axalla, willing him to fortifie them and 
furniſh them with all neceſlaries. 

Some may wonder what moved this Genoeſe 
Prince, who had refus'd the Government of the 
Kingdom of China,and many conſiderable Towns, 
ta accept now a ſmall Territory with more ſa- 
tisfaCtion, and to prefer ſuch narrow Limits to 
greater Dominions. This diſcovers that ſtron 
affettion that we have naturally for the Coun- 
try where we came firſt into the World. Ax- 
«{la accepted of this Gift the rather, _ 
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he might hereafter retire himſelf in Capha in caſe 
of neceſſity. Though he held the ſecond place, 
and was next to the greateſt Monarch of the 
World, he ſeem'd thereby to confine all his am- 
bition- to this little Territory, and preferr*d a 
ſmall Portion of the Caſpian Sea, to a large Com- 
paſs of Ground limited by Scythia and China, 
and all the Countries conquer'd by his-Maſter, 
though he were well-beloved by the Souldiers, 
and highly reſpected by all other Perſons. 

The Army continued ſometimes about Mecher, 
_ to refreſh themſelves: The Prince till that time 
had employed himſelf in Hunting, having left the 
whole Command of the Army to Axalla; but 
now he took charge of it himſelf, and cauſed itto 
march forward towards the holy Mountains; 
where the Circaſſians and Georgians ſent Ambaſla- 
dours to him, to offer him their aſſiſtance. Theſe 
People are numerous, all profeſſing the Chriſti- 
an Faith. [They have been always Tributaries to 
the Roman Emperour, ſince the time that they 
\ were conquer'd'. by Pompey; - before that, they 
were under the Juriſdittion of Mithridates, whom 
this Roman General overcame. They were joy- 
ful to receive Tamerlan's Army, becauſe his de- 
ſign wasto free the Grecian Empire from the Ty- 
ranny of the Orromarn Family.  Axalla perſwa- 
ded a great many of that Country to joyn them- 
ſelves with the Army, for they are noted for 
their courage and ſtrength. - They are a ſort of 
 Feople, tall, well-fet Bodies, -and very War- 
like; they have often reſiſted the Power of the 
Tirks, partly' by their ſtoutneſs, and partly by 
the ſcituation of their Country, which is Craggy 

an 
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and Mountainons-. At the firſt noiſe of ' War 


they burn their Houſes, and waſte the Country; 
ſo thatthey are able to withſtand by that means 
the Aſſaults of a powerful Enemy. The Empe- 
rour was well pleaſed to beheld theſe proper Men 
with their long Hair, 'and took a delight to un- 
derſtand their Warlike Diſpoſitions and Actions. 
Therefore he gave an expreſs Command, That his 
Army ſhould not do any injury to that Country. 
They were at that time part of the Empire of 
Trapezuntinm, which belonged to Greece. The 
Prince was received every-where with Honour, 
and his Army ſupplyed with Proviſions, as much 
as could be defired here. It was reported for 
certain, That Conſtantinople was beſieged by Ba- 
jazet, who, with a very powerful Army, - was ſet 
down before it, and kept in the Emperour Pales- 
logue : and thatall his Dominions were in a great 
danger to be loſt. The Twrkiſh Prince could not 
believe that Tamerlan dared oppole his Deſigns. 
Therefore when the fame of theTartarian Armies 
coming ſpread about amongſt his Souldiers, he 
forbid,by his Proclamation, any perſon ſo much as 
to mention theTartarian Army ; fo highly did his 
roud mind deſpiſeand contemn it. --All the In- 
abitants of the Country, where ' this Army 
paſs'd, prais'd the Souldiery, and wiſh'd them 
all happineſs, becauſe they were' orderly, quiet, 
peaceable, and juſt in their dealings: If a Soul- 
dier hadſtole but an Apple, he was ſure to dye 
for jt without Mercy. RL HIER 
This ſeverity was obſerved in all-the March, 
becauſe this expedition was undertaken for no 0- 
ther purpoſe but to deliver theſe people wins 
| cars 
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fears and ſlayery of the Twrks, 
Bajazzt to liſten to ſome reaſon. In this order 
the Army, came to Bachichich, where it ſtopt to 
take ſome refreſhment eight days. There the 
Embaſſadors of Gires, a'Man highly eſteemd 
for his Holineſs, met the Prince. They offered 


- him, intheir Maſters name, all the help and afſ- 
fiſtance that he could defire or want in this exye- 


dition; they brought him ſome beautiful Horſes, 
and aſlur*d him, in their Maſter*s name, that he 
ſhould ſucceed. in his defigns, for Guines was a 
learned Aſtrologer and a Prophet in thoſe Parts; 
The Emperour declar'd to them, That he thought 
himſelf honoured: by their coming in Embaſſy 
from ſuch a Prince, therefore. he. ſear a rich Pre- 
ſent of; rare Furs, and ſome Golden Plate, _ 
Here at Bachichich he muſtered and viewed his 
Army, andgavethem all their Pay, both' Horſe 
and Foot, exhorting them to behave themſelves 
valiantly. -Itwas his conſtant. practice: to do fo 
at{uch times.. He caus'd them alſo to exerciſe 


. themſelves with feigned Fights, that they: might 


be more expert and keep their order; he was very 
careful of this, which he recommended always to 
his Captains.  Inthoſe days every private: ſoul- 
dier had the liberty to behold their Enipetour 
with oore confidence than at other times z forthe 
Prince gave them acceſs, and feem'd to caſt off 
the Majeſty and State which at other times hin- 
der'd their approach, that he might cotwerſe 
the more familiarly with them,. and encourage 
them to be braye and couragiaus. F 


At the departure of the Army from Bachiclich; ; 


it conliſted of | three hundred - thouſand Horſe, 
| | an 


nd force provd |- 
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tions. Tamerlan had heard how. the Tarks had 
conquered all Greecez he imagined therefore, 
That as ſoonas Bajazet ſhould: hear of their ap» 
roach he would t out of ' Aſie into Exrope 
FE his ſecurity, as. Wildom. and Reaſon oblig d 
him, had he been well-adviſed : . but his Pride 
and Preſumption caus'd him to take acontrary 
courſe toall the Rules of the Art of War; for - 
as ſoon as Tamerlan's Army was at Buiſabuich, be- 
yond the Country of the Georgians, Axalla left the 
Van, which he commanded to ride back tothe 
Prince, to acquaint him with Tydings that be 
knew would pleaſe him, That Bajazer had left 


the ſiege of Conſtantinople, and was marching 


with all diligence to protect the Countries c 

Aſia, That he intended to' fight him, and that 
for- that purpoſe he had ſent for all. the Troops 
that were in Greece, and gathered: all the Soul- 
diers that he could poſlibly get from all Parts. 
He did not truſt fo much to their Numbers, as to- 


the Courages, Boldneſs, Skill and Experience of 


his Janiſaries, who, had been train'd yÞ in War, 
and knew not what. it is to flye away. The Em- 
rour was joyful at thisnews, but not inſolent ; 
38 he foreſaw the Event of a Battel, and con- 
felled , "That aſmall nymber well-governd and 
bravely led on, is able to carry away the Victory 
from a more nutterous Army. .. gpongh I 
: Three days he ſtop'd at Buiſabuich whiles his 
Troops were drawing towards Euphrates, that 
they might paſs oyer that River and live in the 
Enemies Country, and eaſe that of the Confe- 
derates. Here the Prince ſent an a at 
E 
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the Emperor, his Uncle, to infor 
Taiſing of the ſiege of Conſtortineple, and of the 
reſolution of the Tiwrks, to fight him 'in a-pitch'd 
Battle. ' He ititreated him, not knowing certain- 
ly the hazard of War, to: prevent the worſt, 
and give order that the Borders of the Empire 
might be well-guatded and ſecured with Soul- 
diers : That the Cavalry might be always ready 
with their Horſes, becauſe the Neighbourmg peo- 
Ple, who are' wont to fawn upon the Conque- 
rour in his profperity, change their minds, in- 
ſult,and labour to ſpoil them when Fortune begins 
to frown. Therefore wiſe Princes, when they 
are ready to adyenture their Army in a conſide- 
rabte. Battle, always latour to fecnre the entry 
of their Dominions, for fear that victorious 
Enemy, in purſuance of his advantage, ſhould 
deprive him of the power of recovering his 
bg by winnitis from him his Country. This 
was. T amerlan's conſtant practice..in ſuch occaſ, 
ons: He was, more careful to call upon his peo- 
ple, and adviſe them to provide for their defence, 
than to ſend them notice of his Vitory. _ 
The Army left Buiſabuich, after that a Conn- 
cil of War had been held of the chief Officers 
and nobleſt Petfons, whoin the Prince was wont 
fo. call together to propoſe his deſigns, and de. 

ſire' their advice. By this means he won their 
AﬀeCtions , . which.” he knew. how to reward : 
ſach perſons as. were the fartheſt. from him' Uid 
ſometimes receive Teſtimonies and Marks of His 
goodneſs and of his eſteem,” with' which he ho- 
naured them, in the places where the Army” conti- 
nued a while, ' and when it was at a ſtaad : Bar 
SR chiefly 
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chiefly the Officers of Forraign Nations and of 
his: Allies did often receive. expreſſions of his 
bounty. He did frequently invite them to eat 
at his Table, where he did converſe: with them 
in a very obliging manner, ſetting aſide for a 
while all gravity and incommodious reſervedneſs: 
Amongſt theſe-ſtrangers the Lord of Yauchefu, 2 


_ Chineſe was one of the moſt eſteemed and has 


noured by him : He often ſaid, That the Vertue 
and Courage of Axalls, together with the Af- 
feCtion of this Lord, had made him Maſter of one 
of the nobleſt Kingdoms of Aſia Therefore 
to ſhew how thankful he was, the Prince 
had him often near bis perſon, and diſcours'd 
with him concerning the Cuſtomes and Man> 
ners of the People, through whoſe Country 
they march'd. ' This Lord brought with him 
ſome Troops out of China, which kept company 
with the reſt of the Army, and obſerved the 
ſame Order and Diſcipline. 

Thus the Army arrived at Gargs, where is 
paſs'd over the River Euphrates; the Van having 
gone over before at Chinſerig. The Rendezyous of 
the whole Army was appointed at Gianich, 
which was ſurrendred at the firſt ſummons. There 
Tamerlan underſtood, That, Bajazert was within 
thirty Leagues of that place, which. caus'd the 
Tartars to march more warily and more compact 
together. The greateſt part of the Cities and 
Towns in the way were yielded up into the 
Prince's Hands, who treated them very kindly; 


but thoſe thar offered to reſiſt were ſeverely pu- 


niſh'd, if the Inhabitants; were Tarks ; but the 
Chriſtians were commonly -pardpned and ſet. at 
liberty, forthe ſake of the Emperour —_ 
| K eos 
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Palcologue, whomrhe Pritice was reſolved to gra-- 
tifie in all things, '- Fxalla, according to his or- 
ders, cauſed them to rake an Oath of Allegiance: 
to this Prince, whomhe- intended to reeſtabliſh 
in poſſeſſion of his whole Empire, and. puniſh 
his dreadful Enemy, whoſe ambition carried him 
to attempt the ruine and deſtruction of the -once 
flouriſhing Empire of Greece, -without minding 
how much the Tartars were obliged to defend it. - 

This War undertaken by Tamerlan, againſt 
him who was.commonly called the Thander-bels 
#f Heaven, could-not have a more juſt and rea- 
fonable ground - for beſides the horrid Cruel-- 
ties that he committed upon both Sexes, he en- 
deavouredto take away the Empire from a Con- 
federate Prince, under a pretence of. _ x 
the troubles, and rob one who had never o _ 
ed' him. He often flattered him with fair pro- 
miſes which he never fulfil*d, ſo that he had re- 
duc'd him to that extremity, thatof alarge Em- 
pire, he "had only a few ſmall Towns remaining 
to him about Corſtantinople, unto which he had 
laid Siege. This 'undertaking' therefore of Ta- 
merian was very honourable, to free this Empe- 
rour from an apparent Tyranny and Oppreſlion ;, 
and to pluck out.'of the unmerciful Hands of ſo 
barbarous an Enemy, a flouriſhing Empire, and: 
the moſt Magnificent City of the World. In the 
proſecution of ſo honourable a deſign, he expec- 
ed with good reaſon; the bleſſing and aſſiſtance 
of the great God of Hoſts. FI, 

In this little digreffion, I have thought fit to 
ſhew the greatneſs of his courage that led;-and 
inclined him naturally to helpthe feeble; oppreſ- 
fd with unlawful Powers; and to' oblige wm 
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proud to liften- to: reaſon, 'in imitation of God, 
_ whom all Soveraigns ſhould endeavour tobe 

Eo ON 

The Army left Grenich with joy, and aſſurance 
of ſucceſs. Axails, who Commanded the Van, 
ſent beforeChravſon, Prince of Gerrarn, with four 
thouſand Parthian Horſe, to learn ſome certain 
news of the Enemy. He commanded to deſtroy 
all places thereabouts with Fire and Sword, and 


. to bring him word where: Bajazer was, and what 


manner of\Country was beyond Sarxas. This 
Captain, who was highly eſteem'd in the Army, 
and Commanded in Axalla's abſence the Van- 
Guard, ſent before his Party five hundred Horſe 
Commanded by a Parthian Captain, who had not 
gone above ten Leagues but he had news of the 
Enemy ; for as ſoon as he had ſurpris*'d Samas, 
he was told that the Twrksb Army was at T; ws 
in their march to meet Tamerlian. Axalla tent 
notice of this to the Prince, who commanded 
him to keep. the place till the Twrks were come 
up, and to let him underſtand every hour all the 
news that he could learn. Tamerlanhad node- 
ſire to march. any further, becauſe he was already 
ina large and ſpacious Field, fit fora Battel. He 
was forc'd to precaution himſelf, and take cate 
of his great buſineſs; becauſe he had to do with 
a War-like People ns'd to fight-againft Chriſti- 
ans, a cunning: People that: want 'nothing to 
manage' the ' buſineſs of War.'- He- conſider'd 
therefore, that though his Army was more nume- 
rons than his Enemies, it: was 'compos'd of m 
Nations, who:were to be govern'd with 'diſcreti- 
on; forthey were thento fight not with the Chi- 
neſe, a CEOIINY People; bur with: 
pl - rrue 
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true Souldiers, who had-no other:hopes but in 
Victory. Therefore the Prince forgot nothing. 
that might be uſeful to him, and help him in his 
buſineſs; for that purpoſe he ſent Axall« to take 
a view of the Ground unto which he intended to 
draw Bajzazee, to have his advice whether it were 
fit for a Battel. It is ſcituated between the Sea, 
or the Pontus Euxinus and Gianich, near Sannas : 
on the one hand jt is bounded by a little River 
that runs into Euphrates. He ſent him word a- 
gain, to have acare to keep Saws as long as he 
' could; and that in caſe they could not keep it, 
they ſhould ſet Fire tothe Houſes and burnit, that 
the Enemy might not ſtop there, but advance to- 
wards the Plain where he was reſolved to expect 
him,becauſe he was ſtronger thanBajazer inHorſe. 
At laſt Bajazer's great Army, incourag'd. with 
the. hopes of victory and a dedire to engage, be- 
gan toaſlault the T artars in Sarnas; but the great- 
elt part of them were gone, only ſome hun- 
dreds of Horſe having kindled the Fire, at the 
p4x wag approach fled with all ſpeed: in ſome dil- 
order. 
- + The Prince of Ciarcan having divided his Par- 
Ems two Bodies, and given ſpecial order to 
the firſt, that as ſoon as they ſhould ſee the hun- 
dred Horſe iſle out of Samas and fly away, that 
they ſhould receive them and retreat behind 
him ; for he had Poſted himſelf ina Valley with 
the other Body of Horſe, near a Wood, from 
whence he ſaw two-thouſand Tarkiſh Horſe, the 
Scouts of their-Army,-paſs by. him. - He charg'd 
theni in the Rear, ſo ſpeedily, and with that cou- 
rage that when they ſaw themſelves ſo briskly 
aulted and-had not the time to: look abous, 
mw £ they 
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they yielded and fought but faintly ; recreating, 
many-of -them- were killed, and taken Priſoners. 
This was the'firſt Encounter between the*Twrks 
and Tartars, wherein the Viftory fell tothe lat- 
ter. All the Priſoners were ſent to T amerlan, 
and amongſt them the Baſſa of Narolia, their Com- 
mander. The: Prince ſpoke to: him, and ask'd 
him what- had cauſed Bajazer'to forget himſelf 
fo- ſtrangely, as not to regard him, and to de- 
{piſe his Army 3 that he hoped that in a few days 
ke ſhould find one that would bring down his 
pride, and make him more traftable. The'Baſla 
anſwer?d, thar his Lord was the Son of theWorld, 
that he could not endure a Partner; and that for 
his part, he had good cauſe to wonder at T amer- 
lan for undertaking fo long and dangerous an 
Expedition, to ſtop the Progreſs of his Prince's 
goed ſucceſſes, whom Heaven favour'd, and-to 
whom all the World yielded obedience; and that 
there was no diſcretion in him to withſtand him. 
Nay, ſaid Tamerlan, 1 am' ſent and appointed by 
God, to chaſtiſe this proud Man, and to teach him 
that Inſolency deſerves the vengeance of Heaven ; 
and, that God delights as much to abaſe the proud, as 
fo raiſe the humble Souls: That the raiſing of the 
Siege of Conſtantinople was 4 begirming of his ſuc- 
reſo againſt his Maſter. And thou may'ſt, ſaid he, 
though I pity thy misfortune, ankrflend what a diffe- 
rence there is between my Parthian Horſe, and that of 
Bajazet's. But, thinkeſt thou that thy Maſter will 
fight with me ? The Baſſareply'd,He _— nothing 
more paſſionately. Afterwards he fell down at Ta- 
merlan's Feet, with theſe words; Noble Prince, I 
intreat you, ſuffer-me, out of your generoſity,to aſſiſt 
my Prince that day. Tamerlan ſoon yielding = 
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his Requeſt, anſwered in this manner; Go and tell 
thy Mafter that thou haſt ſeen me, and that I ſhall 
bein. Fight in that place where there ſhall be a green 
Flag bung out. The Balla ſurpriſed with ſuch a 
noble. Grant, promis'd him, when -he took his 
leave, - that next 'to his Lord-and Maſter, there 
was n0Perſon in the World that he would ſerve 
* with more affection; and ſooner than him. |: 
At his return to the Twhkiſh Army, he told Be- 
jazet all the diſcoutſethat he had with Tamerlan, 
and chiefly he told what he had wiſh'd himto ſay 
to him... We ſhall underſtand all theſe things wery 
ſhortly, ' reply'd Bajazet, and before 1 bave done, I 
will make him repent of his folly. The Baſla aC- 
knowledg'd the tayour that he had received from 
Tamerlan, and publiſh'd every-where,; his Gran 
deur ard Goodneſs; -extolling highly hisGene+ 
roſity in giving hima very beautitul Horſe, though 
he knew that he would uſe him'in fighting againſt 
him. The next day the Twrkiſb Army marched 
two. Leagues, to..come in ſigtt-of- the Tartary, 
who were at Even about a League diſtant from it, 
expecting the day following, in whick-the great 
Diſpute was to be.. The Night was not very 
peaceable, , the noiſe of Men, and the neighing 
. of Horſes filled the Air, and cauſed every one 
to deſire the return of the Sun, to give liberty to. 
t;eir courages to act in this Field. of ' 4ars. The 
Scythians, that love Prey and Plunder, were en- 
courag'd by their Leaders, to behave themſelves 
valiantly, in hopes of the rich Spoils which the 
Victory would deliver into their. Hands. The 
Parthians, who were ambitious of theglory and 
honour of their Natign, were; obliged to do 
their uttermolt endeayour ta' overcome the 
Turks, 
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Turks, who alone were able todiſpute with them 
for the Empire of Aſia. The'Chriſtians, who 
werevery numerous intheT artar:anArmy,for they 
were-near the fourth part, were animated with a 
hatred againſt their mortal Enemy, whoſe defear 
would prove the liberty of Greece. - In this 
manner, in the night, the ſeveral Nations en- 
courag'd one another according to their ſeyeral 
diſpoſitions. - 'The Prince walk*d about his Camp 


in the night, hearkening to their Diſcourſes, 


which rejoyced his heart becauſe they had a cer- 
tainaſſurance of obtaining the Victory. _ 
Albacent walk'd along with him : The Prince 
told him, That the night before his Fight with 
the Muſcovites, his Camp was full of Songs of 
Triumph and [Rejoycings, and that none of 
the Souldiers could ſleep, which caus'd him to 
be perſwaded of the Victory he obtain'd:. 7 ſee, 
faid he, the ſame preſage now of the next days hap- 
pirteſs and ſucceſs. When he had gone round his 
Camp he retur'd to his Tent, at theend of the 


ſecond Watch, and laid himſelf down upon a 


Carpet to take a little reſt, but could not fleep, 
for he was impatient to ſee the appearance of the 
next day. In the mean whiles he commanded 
Albacent to bring him the Book, which he com- 
monly read, containing the Hiſtories of the ACti- 


ons of his Forefathers, and the worthy deeds of 


the moſt famous men of his Country. HelJight- 
ed, in opening of the Book, upon the Relation 
of a great Battel which his Grand-father loſt, 
fighting againſt the Perſians, which he thought 
before to win, and got it, had he. not at- 
tacked them indiſcreetly, and neglected the ad- 
yantages that were offered him, truſting too

much to his own and his pongins Coutages. ' He 
commanded Aihacent to read over that paſlage 
once more, . with this ſaying, [ read often ha 


deſcription of that Battel before I engage un a fight, 


that I might not truſt ſo much to my Lyons Shgn, that 
I negleft the uſe of the Foxes Tail to caver my bead. 
That this fault of my Grandfather, in leaving his 
advantagious ground.ag ainſt the advice and intreaties 


of his Servants, t0 aſſault an Enemy in his Trenches, 


might. cauſe me to be more wary and cautions. A lit- 
tle after he ask*d whether it were ;day, and ſent 
for his great Chamberlain to cauſe the Trumpetto 
ſound, that his Horſes might be made ready: He 
reſted himſelf a lirtle longer, and ask*d for ' Ax- 
alla, who came ta him with ſeveral other Lords 
and Chief Officers . of his Army. ; He advis'd 
with-them what was beſt to obſerve, and took 
Horſe, ſending them all to their ſeveral Com- 
marnds. Immediately after news came to him, 
That the Txrks were drawing near, and entring 
into the Field. He was very deſirous to ſee 
them in their march, that he night be better able 
to order his Army according to that manner. 
He moved them from the place where he ſtood, 
ſending before three thouſand Horſe to begin a 
light skirmiſh, whiles he appointed ta every one 

his Rank and Place. | 
In this view of the Enemy he had taken no. 
tice, That the Turkiſh Infantry, named 7ariſa- 
ries, kept the middle, having upon each Wing 
two Bodies of Horſe, amounting to about thir- 
ty thouſand, and that there was another Body 
that went before and covered all the Foot.

The Prince of C:arcan, a famous Commander 
of great worth, led the firſt forty thouſand 
Horſe. The Lord Synopes, a Genoeſe, and Re- 


1 lation of Axalls, his Lieutenant-General of the 


Infantry, a Captain of a great Reputation, 
was at the Head of the firſt infantry; Prince 
Axalla followed him with fifty thouſand Horſe. 

Bajazet's Army ſeem'd to be very beautiful 
and numerous, marching: towards the Tartars, 
who ſtood to their Ground without ſtirring; 
only ſome ſingle Troops, Scythians and Muſcovites 
went ſometimes between the two Armies to skir- 
miſha little; but theſe boldFellows performed no. 
thing of conſequence for the winning of the Vi- 
tory.

Tamerlan, That Bajazet, who was then on Horſe. 
back, encouraging his Men, intended to fight 
that day amongſt his Jan;ſarics a-foot.

thirty Jeagues round to. bring the keys of their 
walPd 'Towns.to Tamerlan, who cauſed thera to be 
us'd civily and courteouſly, and impos'd no othe 
burden upon them, but .to contribute according, te 
their ability tothe Armies ſubliſtance. 1 
' When Damaſcus was thus taken Tamerlan march'd 
trait to Ferwſ#lem, from whence the Citizens had 
driven their Garriſon, as all the Towns of Jude 
had alſo done, they: all yielded themfelves to the 
Emperour, he received them with many expreffions 
of his goodneſs, refiabliſh'd them in the free enjoy 
ment of all their priviledges, promiſing, to vifit the 
Sepulcher of Feſies Chriſt, according to the cuſtom 
of the Mabometan Law, and for his ſake he denicd 
chem nothing that they could ask. From thence the 
Army went to Corazin, where a Gariſon of tix thou- 
fand men had orders from the Szltan to defend 
themſelves and their/Town, which they ſeem'd to be 
reſolved upon at-frſt, but when they'ſaw the Army 
planted round about the walls withan intention to 
| carry 
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tarry them , their hearts failed them ſo-that rhey 
choſe rather tg. implore the Princes fayour;/who 
granted it tothem freely, than to hazard a reliſtancs 
without hopes of releif, Some Troops were, here 
left behind to give a check to certain Mamelu&s of 
Naſſavis, who cut off many about the Army, Calibes 
had orders ſent him to beſiege them and ſcatter the 
Troops that gathered themſelvs together about that 
place to incommode and rob the perſons,who broughe 
proviſions to the Army. o#:29B 
This retreat of the Sultan into Arabis was but 2 
meer pretence, and a flying report. He was gone 
into ZFpypt towards Cairo, having left behind ſeve- 


ral parties to diſturb and afſault the Army in their 
march, and chiefly in the narrow lanes and paſſages; 
He caus'd a grievous deſtruction to be made in the 


Country round about to famiſh the Army, but Ta- 
merlar's Cavalry followed him fo clofle at the heels, 
that he had not time to do all the miſchief that he 


intended. The Inhabitants alfo for their own as 


well as for the enemies ſake, oppoſed aud hindred 
the full execution of his deſign. When the Empe- 
rour was at Merit, he cauſed a Proclamation tobe 
made, to forbid any to go beyond Fordan, that he 


might the better preſerve the Country from whence 


his Army had their Proviſions. He went as hehad 
Promiſed to Fernſalem in the company of his great- 
eft Favourites, guarded with a party of Horſe, to 
viſit, as a religious Prince, that Sepulcher, which is 
honoured by all the Nations of the world, and to 
preſent his gifts, When he wasin the City, where 
the Inhabitants received him with all poſſible ho- 
nours, he (aught for all the Antiquities of the old 
Temple of Solomen, and was led, as the Pilgrims, 
ae ay through 
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Pxayersat the Sepulcher, he gave large giftss Two 


_ they, in Heaven at the right hand of God : Then 


- and held his Name in great veneration. And at 


\ claim'd againſt him-openly. He had never any af- © 
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through: all the places where Chriſt had preach'd 
2nd wrought Miracles. When be. had ended his

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Curſed of God, He loved to ſee men ſincere in their 
piety and deyotions, and was glad to have feen dx- 
als {o liberal of his offerings to the holy Sepulcher. In 
the mean whiles the Army was intheir marth to Te- 
ma towards Xgypt, the Emperour had notice, that 
the Slutan gathered his Troops togeher from all 


parts, and was then at Alexandria, He himſelf, af- 


ter the performance of his devotions, followed the 
Army, and, commanded the Van-guard to go to- 
wards Damiettas, He had been told that it was not 
to be taken by force, _ , + 6 
"The Sultan had ſecur'd it with a firong Garri-: 
fon : It was a maritine Town, one of the moſt nots 
ed. of all Zgypt., fo that it was in grear reputation. 
Many of the. Emperours followers labour'd to di- 
ſwade him from attempting it, adviſing him to ad- 
venture upon ſomething el(e, telling him that it 
was no diſcreetion to run his numerons army into 
2, narrow: peice of Land, bur.thathe ſhould rather 
march higher into the Country, but all their rea 
ſons could not perſwade him from going thither, for 


he judged, that there was nothing that could put a 
ſiop to his good Fortune, Hetherefore commanded 


fxalla to block up the Town, and he followed him 
thither with the remainder of the Army; | 

When Axalla was there he {ent in a- ſummons, 
commanding them to ſubmit, and declaring to the 
Chriſtian fn abitants, who were there very nutne= 
r9us, what a folly it would be tor them to oppoſe 
his Emperours power, That his mildneſs and good- 
neſs ſhould rather oblige them to free themſelve;; 
from the Tyranny of the Moors and Mamelucks , 


| vo oppreſſed them beyond , meaſure; He told 


eto; that he was a Chriſtian as well as they, and 
. | t Cſes 
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therefore ſhould be alwayes very. glad to' ſerve 
them. -He cauſed alſo ſome of the Greek Cap- 
tains to- argue the caſe with them. - They dealt 
effetually , that they perſwaded them to adven- 
tare their lives and endeavour to'drive out of theit 
City the Mamelucks , and all thoſe who held for 
the. Sultan. They delayed not in the execution ol 
this Jefign, but with their weapons in their lands, 
they' got the comtnand of one quarter of the City, 
and open'd one of the Gates to Axatla, All the 
Mamelucks were either kilPd or taken Pris'ners, 
and Damietta - was ycilded to the Prince. This 
News, whien the Emperour received 'in his march, 
cauſed hini to expe a happy ſaccels in the pro- 
ſecution ,of his great deſign, He could not. hay; 
hoped for ſich an caſie _—_ of it, | 
this ſirong City had been in the Encmics hands; 
for by its advantageons ſcituation upon one of the 
Þranches of Nil, it would have ruin'd his Ar- 
my and cut oft all their proviſions, But now, that 
| It wis in his power; he could reaſonably expe 
from all parts bf ' Greece,” as the Emperour Ema-Nþ 
awel had promis'd him all manner of things ne- 
ceary for his Souldiers, which were already coming 
to him by Dantetta, He appointed there aftrong 
. Garriſon of two thouſand Greciatis; with a Gover- 
nor, to keep for him the City. They took the Oath 
of fidelity. ao. 

The Prince found this place atcofrding to his 
wind, and fironger than he had at firſt imagin'd, 
The Inhabitants of Larifſe ſubmitted likewiſe, and 
would not ftand out againſt his invincible power, 
Garriſons were placed in all the places ſcituate near. 
he Sea, that proviſions might not be hinder'd ro

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be bfowight -to the Artny. This was one of his 
ateft eres to-provide well for {© vaſt a multitude, 
that they might not want. |. | 
Jomtrlan fiopt a few dayes in Damietts, but ſent 
his vanguard towards Alexandria, but immediately 
Mer he followed them, and cauſed them to marc 
about towards Grand Cairo, The Siltan, who had 
ptovided himſelf for a ftout reſiſtance in Mexan- 
diis, was ſurprigd to hear of this unexpected 
tharge : hehad notime to deliberate, but with all 
freed made what haſte he could to prevent Tamterlarn, 
He entet'd into Cairo as the Army was in fight of 
it, with a ſirong reſolution to ſtop the entry of 
the Tartars, and preſerve the paſſage of the River 
that leads to Alexaridris. It was reported that the 
Sultan gat into Cairo with forty thouſand horſe, 
#fid threeſcore thouſand foot 3 but Tamerlan could 
nt believe it. However he arriv'd there in very 
good time to preſerve his intereſt, for the Tartari- 
2h Army was at Bxldat, feven leagues from the 
City, at that time the ſlaves, whoare very numer- 


mf ous there, had an intent to'revoltand open to us a 


Fate, which they might have done with caſe, had 
tot the Sultans coming hinder'd them. This there- 
fore wasa great let to the ſucceſs of the Tartarian 
Army, and the conſequenee of it troubled themnot 
« little; for fear of not being able to get proviſions, 
which if they had happen'd to fail them, they had 
been forced to raiſe their fiege and depart. Not- 
withſtanding the Prince , whoſe courage nothing 
could terrifhe, drew near to the City with all his 
Atmy, cauſing them to intrench themſelves chiefly 
to preſerve his Cavalry from ſudden attempts, He 

cauſed ſeyeral attempts to be made upon the City,

that if.he had been ſo bold as to venture out, during

- pnto whom undecrhand he had promiſed their free- 
dome. :. None dared look out, all the benefit that 
he rcap'd by this a&tion was, but to underſtand 
more tully the fituation of Cairo, and ſhew the In- 
habitancs the ſtrength. and numbcr cf his invinci- 
ble Army, But at. the ſame time he cauſed them to 
be dealt withal by Slaves of their own: Nation , 
who, flying from; ys unto the City,. caus'd them to 
underſtand , that the Empcrour intended not to 
ruin them 3 that- he had no intention but to tighe 
with .the Mamelucks-his enemies. ' This underhand 
dcaling caus'd ſuch an impreffion in; their minds, 
that they all agrced to free themſelves from - the 
company of theſe troubleſome Gueſts, | 
* When the Emperqur underſtood what ſucceſs 
af this ſubtil negotiation , he ;reſolved to draw 
near with this latantry., at half a mile from the 
Town, that his 'app1oich might encourage the Ci- 
fizens the morc 3, tor th:y had ſent word, that they 
would riſc in arms and hight for us. againſt or enc- 
| mics 
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maies and theirs. * Upon this news, he ſent for the 
Cheifrainis of his Army, toopen to them his mind, 
tb hear their advice, and give them the neceſſary. 
brders for the carrying on of his deſign with ſuc- 
ceſs, He told them, that he was come before that 
City, imagining that it had bzen unprovided and 
without any: Garriſon, calie to be won, that it had 
been able, if taken, to have caus'd his Army to ſub- 
fiſta long time, and procure them great advanta- 
ges,. but that being prevented by the Mamelucks, 
who. were got in poſleiſion of it with all their Ar- 
my, there was two great inconveniences, that 
would attend upon him, if he did contimuein the 
ſiege : the firſt was the difficulty of getting- provi- 
fons, for by endeavouring to famiſh the behieged, 
he run the hazard of ſtarving his own Army, The 
ſecond inconveniency was the exceſſive heats of the 
approaching Seaſon, which would prove. ſo much 
the more dangerous to his men, becauſe they were 
not us'd to them 3 and if diſcaſes and dittempers 
thould enter amongſt them they would ruin him 
and his deligns. He told them alſo, that he had re- 
ſolved to confine all his delires to Cairo and Alex- 
andria, and to procecd no further in his Conqueſts: 
That after the ſubduing of theſe two * places he 
would return to Samarcand loaden with the Spoils 


of Aſia: That it would be a ſhame to them to flic 


away from an enemy, whom they had Jately bea- 
ten, and who, to avoid the fight of them , had 
wandered up and down the Mountains and Defarts 
two Months: That they were got into that City, 
becauſe they truſted more to the tirength of its walls 
and bulworks, than to their weapons and courages., 
That it did become them to ſhew the vanity of

this confidence of the Mamelucks 3 for if they ſhel- 
ter'd themſelves in ſtrong-Holds apd Walls, the 
Parthians and Tartarians had a more numexous Are 
my than theirs, and ftouter couxages, more uſed tq 
overcome all difficulties 3 therefore they were able 
to render thoſe heaps of fiones and mortar uſeleſs, 
for at the firſt aſſault, they would be able to leap 
over all the walls and barracado's with which the 
Enemies had fortified the fireets of the City 3 that 
all theſe things would not be able to ſecure the 
Mamelucks from fear, and from flying befoxe them, 
That if they would attach their enemies unexpe- 
Gedly, whiles they thought themſelves fafe within 
their Walls, and not to be forced : That the yes 
ry (utpriſing attempt would half overcome them. 
Is is far more honourable ( faid he to them ) to aſ- 
ſault them than to fly away from them hamefully, and 
and turn our backs to thoſe who have ſeen our faces ſo 
of ten to their loſs. This is a ſpecial favour that the 
great God of hoſts hath granted to us theſe twenty years, 
that we have been fighting with many Warlike people, 
that we have TP them our backs. We muſt 
therefcre. diſown the' Parthian name , and forget all our 
former Viftorics and glory if we. forſake this Siege 
and depart ;, forit is certain in ſuch a caſe our enemies 
would ncver fail to purſue us, and cut ſhort our pro- 
zifhons, and to publiſh abroad, - to oyr eternal ſhame, 
our flight 3 this world cauſe many of thoſe that fight for 
71s forſake us in our need, and turn againſt us, and we 
Should fee thoſe, who have yeilded to us, betray us, and 
become our enemies, The Emperour madethis diſ- 
courſe to his Captains to give them to underſiand 
that there was but two wayes to take, either to for-

Enemy. | This 
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' This ſpesch aſtoniſh'd them with the Novelty 
and the greatneſs of the cnterpriſe3 for they had 
never endeavoured to force an Army retrench'd 
within ſfirong Walls, and they were afraid of the 
ſequel of ſuch an attempt. . Nevertheleſs * theix 
honour and reputation , which they ſaw ingag'd, 
prevail'd upon- them, and caus'd them to contemn 
all the dangers, and death it ſe]f, which they fore- 
ſaw as .infallible. Whiles cvery one was thinking 
upon the enterpriſe , with theix heads hanging 
down with a great ſilence, Tamerlan deſired Axalle 
to ſpeak and diſcover his mind 3 which he. did ia 
this manner. Worthy Prince , wherefore do you de- 
fire to ſearch our minds? Do you not yet know the in- 
clinations and courages of your Captains and Soidigrs ? 
Do you doubt whither they will prefer the agvance- 
ment of your glory to their own lives ? wpberefore do you 
inquire from ws our reſojations ? Lead up ouly, and 
you ſhall ſee , whether the great affetion we have al- 
wayes had for you-be now deminiſh'd : do you think, that 
the walls of Cairo are ſtrong enough to reſiſt our Cou- 
rages and ſtop your Cavalry? The firſt horſe-man, that 
ſhall put his ſead within the walls, will open a way to 
the whole Army. | Ns HE 0. 
Aſſoon as Axalla had ended his ſpeech, all the 
Captains cried out, and intreated to be led to the 
fght, proteſting that they were zeady to Sacrifice 
themſelves for the Honour apid Glory of their 
Prince, Fs | 
The Emperour was ons well fatished with 


- their affectionate expreſſions, for which he return'd 


them his hearty thanks. Therefore at the ſame 


time he gave Orders for the aſſault, and divided 
his Infantry into three Bodies. 


The Lieutenant 
N 4 ; General _ 
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General was to lead thirty thouſand men. The 
Prince of Tanais was to follow him with fifty thou. 
ſand more. Axalla was to ſucceed him with a like 
number of Infantry, with four thouſand Horſe. 
arm'd with Lance and Buckler. - The Prince came 
a little atter, with ten thouſand Horſe before him, 
and he hiniſe]f in the midſt of fifty thouſand Foot, 
who . were followed by the reſt of the Cavalry , 
whom he commanded in perſon, having giver” the 
charge of the Infantry to 4xalla, in whom he pla- 
ccd his chiefeſt truſt,” 

The Princes intent, was to win one of the Towns 
of Cairo, and there to lodge himſelf, that he might 
be able to advance by degrees. But it concerns us - 
- to know, that the Sxltan was in the City with all 
his forces, which amounted to threeſcore thauſand 
foot, and fifty thouſand horſe, 'of whom thirty thou- 
ſand were Mamelucks, brave Souldiers train'd up in 
the art of war. The Tartars had found what they 
were by experience, But-his Infantry were not fo 
Skilful, for they were but freſh Souldiers, newly 
rais'd in Arabia, Perſia, and Lybis, and a great ma- 
ny were but Slaves Jatcly ſct at liberty, tor his or- 
dinary and ſtanding Foot had been overthrown in 
the laſt Battles. 

The Prince had diſcovercd to none but to Axallz 
the hopes th:t he had in theriting of the Slaves and 
Moors. * When .theretore all things where rcadily 
provided, he cauſed the tirlt Lolly of Foot to ad- 
vance tothe place that he had appointed-to attack 
the Encmy in theFront, when he ſaw them charge 
home, and force the Sultans men into their Tren- 
ches, he cauſed them. to be followed and ſeconded 
by the Prince of Tanais with tifty thouſand under his

He was not miliaken, he found lietle or no 
reſiſtance, ſo that with caſe he broke into the Tren- 
ches3 he applied himſelf next to perform Tamertan; 
orders, a hllup with boards and other materials, 
the holes and ditches, that the Horſe might get oves, 
but as he was: bufie in this work, the Enemy came 
upon him with twenty -thouſand men to hinder 
him. Axalla. left three thouſand to end the work 
begun, and make a way with all ſpeed for the .Ca- 
valry, and with the reſt he charg'd the Enemy.. '* ' 

The Mamelucks were coming to him in 200d Or- 
der. They were too hard forthe Prince of Tanais, 
and had ſome advantage upon him; but it laſted 
not long, for as ſoon as the way was made for the 
Horſe,the ten thouſand mencharg'd the Mamelucks in 
the Rear, where the Sultan was in perſon, after theſe, 
ten thouſand more were ſent by the Prince, who 
with all his Cavalry followed next. All toge- 
ther broke in upon the Enemy without delay , 
ſo. that they had no time but to fly to the ſecond 
Trenches,which they had made, in the ſecond Town. 
The fight lalied ſeven whole- hours, all: this 
time it, was not to be judged, which party ſhould 
gain the Victory. The Enemies defended them- 
{elves ſioutly, but when the Prince had driven them 
from their tirft Trenches, he ſounded a retreat, and 
was contented to lodge all night in that place, re- 
ſolving the next day to purſue the Victory. 

One third cf the Town was already in Tamerlanj 
poſlcifion, whoſe Infantry were quartercd next —_ 
[arcs ul 
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Enemies ſecond Txenches, which gave occaſion to 
ſeveral ſmall $kjrmiſhes whichhopogs moſt times to 
the advantage of the Tartars, who behaved them 
ſelves maſt couragiouſly. | | 

That day fifteen or ſixteen thouſand men were 
killed on the Enemies fide, and ſeven thouſand of 
Tamerlans. Dragnen Lieutenant General of the In- 
fantry of the Sultan dicd, with many other Officers 
who werein the heat of the battle, | 

It was generally confeſſed that Axalle's experi- 


in getting the Victory. 

The ſame night news being brought to the Prince, 
that the Sz/tan had a deſign to paſs over the River, 
he gave order to ten thouſand horſe to poſt them- 
ſelves along the banks, when the Szltan heard © 
it, he imagin'd thatall the Army had been there, 
therefore he was not ſo bold as to venture his per- 
ſon at the paſſage. At the break of day, the E:n- 
perour caus'd the Trenches to be filPd up, and the 
fight to begin by the Prince of Tanais of one ſide, and 
by Axalls on the other. But after a light reſiſtance, 
when the Swxltan perceived that . his Infantry drew 
back and left theix Trenches to their enemies, the 
fear of the coming of the Cavalry, caus'd him to 
forlfake the Town. He performed this deſign, which 
he had faiPd of in the night, by drawing up his Army 
in the void ſpace between the River and the'Town, 
that he might be able to eſcape over into Alexandria, 

In the mean while the Prince having taken by 
force the ſecond Trenches, the Souldiers broke into 
the City and kill'd every one they met with, none 
being able to keep them in, when the Emperour 4 


was inform'd of the way the Sultan took to paſs 
-over |. 
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whom he called his ſlaves. The ont Was _ 
that they w i ot able to defend themſelves, and could 
not be forced without Infantry.Such as were brought 
to find them, yere loath to leaye their companions, 
to take all the plunder, therefore they march'd 
but ſlowly and without courage until the : Emperonr 
himſclf had promjs'd them, to take 

and give them rewards. Ax their firſi coming up 
they aſſaulted theſe Troops, pt without diol; 
and loſs of many men, 4 4 enemies made an 

honourable retreat, they aſt themſelycs into £ 
per: with one hand they ſwum, and with the ot 

1d theis Weapons. In this manner they eſcape 
fo the other a Part of their Cayalry was cut 
in peices, another part in the confuſion yentur'd 
into the River and weredrown'd, for they could not 
get over. 

This was the laſt endeavour of the Seultaz, who 
beheld with ſorrow thisgreat and Stately City from 
an high place, when it was pillaging. He told his 
people to comfort them, that they were not men 
who had ovecrome them, but a God, wha had ſided 
with his enemies. So much,valour, prudence, and di- 
{cretion,he had taken.notice of in the Tarntgricy guy. 

The next night after the fight, he judged that 
the Tartarians would be bukic individing te bark 
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and that they would have no time :to-purſue him, 
He withdrew, himſelf with nine or ten thouſand 
met. ,\ for the reſt” were either ſcatter'd abroad o 
drown'd'in the River. b. | 
\., As foon as it was dayhe took the way of Alex» 
#ndria, after that he had thank'd ſome of his ſlaves, 
who' were a live after they had ſaved their Prince 
by-their ſtout and brave reſiſtance for two hours 
aFainft all the Tartarians Army, and their honour. 
able and glorious retreat at the end of this Noble 
action. Tamerlan himſelf was ſo great amadmirer 
of them, that he commanded thoſe that were taken 
robe brought to him; and out ofa defire to uſe them 
in 'his ſervice he treated them kindly, and with 
gifts and other favaurs endeavoured to win them to 
himſelf, and thotgh they all refuſed to forſake their 
former Maſters intereſt he ſent them to the Sultan, 
The Prince was ns'd to deal thus in that generous 
manner with thoſe whom he had overcome. He 
delighted to expreſs his bounty and clemency next 
after his valour and courage. There is nothing more 
proper fora great Prince than to cauſe himſelf to 
be beloved by his merciful and loving temper, as 
well as to render: himſelf dreadful and reſpected 
by his power and noble mind. . 

-- Aﬀeer this furions fight the Prince retreated 
a little back, lodging his men between the. River 
and the City; that he might fecure and cover the 
reſt of his Army, which might otherwiſe have 
eaſily bcen- defeated during the plunder of that 
rich and wealthy Town. 

This cauſed him to continue all night on horſe- 
back with ſome of his chief Officers, foxagith them 
he rode up and down his Camp ils every 
HS fo, corner

The Prince 
of. Tanais commanded his party to ftay for him at 
the paſſage, that he might march with all his forccs 
together towards the Emperour, whoembraced him 
very kindly, and in the preſence of all his chief Ofi- 
cers, extolled his valour and courage. He fent him

The Emperour remain'd fiil-atMeleg, ti 
wait and ſce the fucceſs of this Commiſſion tron 
Babylon, the Prince of Aracen was to ſend to Calibes ti 
know whether he ſhould not want greater aſſiſtance 
for Tamerlan had notice that the Sultan was in mo 
tion witha ſirong party. Calibes ſent word that ha 
ſaw no likelihood of any Rebellion, becauſe from al, 
parts every one ſubmitted to the Empire of Tame 
tan. Aﬀer a few days repoſe, in the ſame place, he

ſending a party through Diabreroth, tochaltiſe ſome 
petty Kings, who had revolted from him, and ſub 
due the Provinccs that reach as far as the mouth ol 
Ewphrates, All theſe things ſucceeded very happih 
and the little Kings ſent their Ambaſſadours to yield 
and promiſe him obedicnce. Eut for the better un 
derſtanding of this Hittory, we muſt know that tince 
tLe Ehrittian or Roman Empire, thcſe people had

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bem govern'd: ſometimes by the Turks,. ſometith*s 
by wie Sultans, now by the Caliphs, at another time 
by the Licutcnant Generals of the Romans, ſo has 
the ſtrongeſt alwaies held and commanded them;

veral invafions of Forreign Armies. But the Em+ 
perour ſcjzed into his hands the paſſages - over Exe- 
phrates, that he might with more caſe ſucconr Agype 
in caſe of need, which happen'd but little after. for the 
Army was not farther than Armenia, when a meſ> 
ſenger came poſt from Calibes todetire help.

{cries rather than to fall under the command of 
that falſe. Prophet. . The Emperour was vexed to 
underſtand their reſolution, and that Guines's fa- 
vour with him and company was the greateſi 


obſtacle to the ſurrending of this great City. Ta 


merlan acquainted him with it very kindly to be 
ſooner rid of him, for that purpoſe he loaded 
him with honours and gifts, and obliged him to 
return to his own Country after fourteen or fifteen 
days abode with him , Guines's Country ſtretches 
it felf from Sandanſan, as far as the Caſpian Sea, 
Axalla was then commanded to go forward with 
his Vanguard into the Territory of Tarxris, to de- 
ſtroy all that ſhould offer to make any reſiftance 
with fire and ſword. ' By this means, and the ad+ 
vice of Gxines, he ſubdued the Provinces of Glan- 
ture and- Tapereftan, which till then reſiſted thede- 
Ggns and invaſions of the Tartars, © 
' . As ſoon as Taliſmabar underfiood that the Ar- 
my was approaching into his Country, hereſoly- 
ed' to draw towards them with his Cavalry and 
Infantry'to ſtrengthen the places which might 
ſop' and hold 'out againſt the' Enemy. + He had 
with him thirty thouſand good ſtout horſe able td 
make reliftance, commanded 'as they were by an 
experienced General. * The 'Tartarian' Army 
was tired out with their tedious journey and-con- 
tinual march beſides they wanted proviſions 2 
| is ED ' this 
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this ſeaſon, in the beginning of the winter not fit for 
"a Camp. But Taliſmahay was chiefly troubled arc 
- the unconſtancy cf the Inhabitants of Tawrir, who 
| were inclinable , if any miſhap fhould fall upon 


his Army, to riſe inarmes againſt him and mutiny , 
in the City. This appreheriſion ſaid him in the 
place, and cauſed him to ſend againſt the Tartars 
his Cavalry, under the command of his Licute. 
nant, named Camares, a man of experience and 
faithful. He order'd him to weary his enemies 


' as much as ppſſible, and not to venture ro tghe, 


but upon ſurprizals, and in caſes of advantage. 
For Taliſmahar knew for certain, that a great Ar- 
my, that muſt needs cover over a great compaſs 
of ground, could not but ſcatter about. | His de- 
ſign therefore” was to cut off the looſe Troops and 
the skirts of the Army. 

'* The Emperour forcſaw his intent, therefore he 
wiſely commanded Axallz to be upon his guard, 
and to take heed leſt his men ſhould be ſurprized 
unawares, for he was alrcady in.the Country be- 


. longing to Tawris, and had ſent his ſummons to a 


Town, named Cafechion , which Camares had + 
ſtrengthen'd with a party of Souldicrs. The Go- 
vernour refuſed to yield, which caus'd A4xalle to 
block up the place, and with all ſpeed he raiſed a 
mount on a ſudden, from whence the Tartars dif. 
covered their enemies upon the walls, and killed 
preat numbers of- them. But this diſadvantage 


. was ſo far from affrighting them, - that it ſeenyd 
[to cncourage them the more. 


| So that Axalls 
weary of their obſtinacy commanded a general A(- 
fault, which forced them rather by the numbers 
of the beſiegers, than tor want of courage in the 
TRL ET OS WOOD belicged. 
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belfieged, The Tartarizns ſpared none within the 


Walls, but kilPd every man. Whiles they were' 


buſily imploycd in plundering the Town, Cama- 
res arrived with party of horſe to relieve it, not 
knowing that it was taken. ' In his way he met 
with ten thouſand Horſe ſent to wait in the road. 
For Fxalla had imagin'd he would make this at- 
tewpt. Camares ſent four thouſand of his men to 
attack them, which they performed ſo couragi- 
ouſly , that they drove them to their body of horſe, 
where Axalla was in perſon: in the mean whiles 
Camares ſtaid with the reſt of his Army in good 
order, animating and encouraging his men, But 
when he ſaw what had happen'd, he was afraid of 
the coming of the whole Tartarian Army , there- 
fore he ſounded a retreat, and marched ſtill in good 
order, with an eyc upon Axalla's motion not to be 
ſurprizcd; This experienced Captain ſoon perceived 
his intcnt,therefore he order'd fix thouſand Parthian 
horſe to follow cloſe after him, and to affault; if 
they could.the enemies Cavalry, which was accord- 
ingly performed with courage, 'The hght there- 
fore was renewed between . theſe fix thouſand Par- 
thians and the four thouſand enemics horſe with- 
out any appearance of victory on either ſide , but 
they ſtil] continued in their retreat obſerving a 
good order till they came to the paſſage of a River, 
' where Camares ſecm'd ro intrench himſclt; for that 
purpoſe he drew up all his ren in order of batte), 
and ſeized upon all the paſſages ſending often his | 
Troops toxelieve them that were too hardly bc 
fet by the Tartarians : but in the mean while 4x» 
alla had cauſed his Infantry to advance, and to force 
one of the paſſages, but they found that Camares

able to. hold out eight or ten dayes 3 this was the 
way that he took to weary and tire out the Tarta- 
'rian Army : belides he made a deſtruction every 


' where of proviſions and fodder, that his enemies 


Army might meet with no relief in their march, 
hoping by this crafty proceeding to lengthen the 
war.But the Inhabitants of Gorgechin had no ſuch re- 
ſolution, they had freſh before their eyes the ſad cx+ 
ample oft a neighbouring Town ſuthciently puniſh- 
ed for its obſtinacy in reſiſting the Tartarran Ar- 
my , they were not willing to fall into the ſame 
calamity , - but to improve - the folly of their 
peighbours, This cauſed them to detire to capi- 
tulate, which was granted, and the Town yielded 
UP. - 
Axalla there unacrſtood that Camaresx was at 
Archiech, ten leagues off. Re detached ten thou- 
fand Parthian Horſe, fix: thouſand Scythian, and 
ten thouſand choſen -Stradoets to ſee to ſurprize 
him. The better to compaſs his deſign he fent a 
xeport before, that Gorgechin did yet hold out a- 
gainſt him in expcEation of being relicved, only 
to cauſe Camares toſtay, He advanced fil] with 


- that choſen party, and gave order to the reſt of hjs 


Armiy to follow ſpeedily after him. By this ſubtle- 
ty he ſurprized the Enemies unawares in a Morne 
ings as they lay encamped about a Country Towns 


* In the way he mct with a thouſand Horſe, whom 


he put to flight, and purſued as far as their Camp. 
Then he drew up his men in battle, in the avenues 
ard waycs thereabouts, that his enemies might 
not c{cape without ' fighting, And becaule they 
ETA | . WCIe 
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were fo pen'd- up, that there was'but one way for 
Camares toxetreat with his Army. Axalla placed 
there—all his infantry in the enemies view : when 
he underfiood that Camares had nothing but horſe 
with him, he cauſed Teveral Trenches to be drawn 
to hinder the horſe from getting out, Of all 
theſe paſſages he had ſent word tothe Emperour, 
who was marching ſpeedily after-him, having ſent 
before in all haſte, the Prince of Tanais, with 
twenty thouſand horſe, 

Camares thought that the whole Army had ſur- 
rounded him, ſeeing therefore a neceſſity , either 
to yield without reſiſtance, or fight with diſad- 
vantage, there being but one way for him to e+ 
ſcape out, which was alſo ſtrongly guarded, he re; 
folved to ſave himſelf betimes. For that purpoſe 
he had made a Trench a long a little hill, under 
which he drew up his men with a full purpoſe to 
break through four thouſand Tartarian horſe: pla- 
ced. there to guard that paſſage. He thought that 
he could eaſily cut in. picces. {ſo ſmall a number, 
that fiood in his way, Therefore about midnight, 
the Moon yieldinga great light, as Axalla was ri- 


ding about to viſit his Guards with two thouſand | 
| Heoewſc, he underſiood, that the Enemy was kind+ 
| ling fires about that Trench. He ſoon perceived: 


their intent, therctore he gave orders to have all 
his Horſemen ready mounted. This could not be 
fo ſoon done, but the encmies were making a way 
through the Guards at the paſſage. They aflaulted 
them at firſt with two thouſand Horſe, who found 
the Tartars for the moſt part a foot and unprovi- 


_ Ced, fo that they eafily ran over them. But -as 


they were advancing, they met with another

theirs. This ſtopp'd them a while.and gave time 
and leaſure to the Tartars to arm and ſuccour their 
zorſe | Companions. Their enemies wanted no courage 
awn Þ| to re(iſt and aſſault them,for they won the Trenches, 
f all | which they laboured with the ailiſtance of ſome foor 
our, || to level. In this place the hurly burly was great,

ated | When he ſaw himſelf purſued fo cloſe at the heels 
und | by A4xalla, with ſeven thouſand Parthian horſe and 
rovi- || Stradiots, he faced about with twelve or thirteen 
t-as || thouſand men that he had yet left, and then like 
a furious beaſt in deſpair, he fell upon Axalls's par- 
ty.

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ty. in this moment of time he ſhewed his wif 
dome and courage, and received the enemies charge 
without loling much ground. At the ſecond charge 
Atalla's horſe was killed under him with a Lance, 
pur he was as ſoor, mounted again, had it nbt been 
or the coming in of Damacen, whom he expected, 
and who had orders to tollow him with eight or ten 
thouſand freſh horſe, he had been forced to a retreat, 
When this party came-in they found Axalla's men 
broken, though they yet obſtinately held out againſt 
the furious enemy. But the coming, of theſe freſh 
Troops, routcd and ntterly defeated them. When 
Camares faw unto what neceflity he was. dri: 


, ven, he endcavourcd to rally all his broken Army, 


and to make way through his enemies, but in this 
laſt- attempt, he was killed in the fight performs 
ing actions worthy of an immortal Name. All 
this was Cone in the night by the light of the 
Moon. The Prince of Tanais was then in the 
Camp to guard it. The next day the Emperout 
* kimſelf arrived , where the battle was fought, 
when he ſaw the number of the flain, he could not 
ſufficiently praiſe Ax4lla tor his wiſdome, care, and 
carriage, but he would not pardon the unworthi« 
neſs, the negligence , and flothfulneſs of thoſe 
Captains, that were then upon the Guard, who 
had been furprized unawarcs, He cauſed two to 
be examin'd and tried, they were found guilty; 
and puniſhed . according to the Law of Arms. 

The Inhabitants - of Archiecho had received in- 
to their Town, five or fix thouſand of the fad re- 
mains of the Perſian Army, but when they ſaw 
the reſt defeated, and Camares head they had no 
courage to withſtand or make reſiſtance, they de« 
fired therefor? Articles, -. "The 
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The Emperour granted chem peace upon condis- 
tion, that thoſe Souldiers, that were within their 


Walls, ſhould not return to Tawris, but to any O- 
; ther place whither they defired to go. They intreat- 


ed leave to march to Lovain, and promiſed to per- 
form whatſoever the Inhabitants of Taxris ſhould 
agree to» This misfortune of Camares aſtoniſh'd 
them all,they could not but wonder that he had ſhut 


himſelf up. If he had had, as they thought, more 
diſcretion , he had cafily found work for the E- 


nemy a while, and doubtleſs in a retreat he might 
have met with an opportunity to fall upon the Tar- 
tars with advantage, At that inſtant the Empe- 
rour cauſed his Army to decamp, and went to 


Jodge at eight Jeagues from Taxris, The body 


of the Army was at Sederva, and the Van at 
Chiira, LR” 

As ſoon as Axalla had appeared with his Vans 
guard, before the Walls of Tauris, The whole 
City was full of fears, but much more when 
Tamerlan had ſent ina Trumpeter with a meſſage. 
They were then in their Town houſe. The faction 
of Gaines, though the weakelt began to lift up their 
heads, when they. ſaw the contrary party troubled, 
requiring carneſtly that the Emperours commands 
might be obeyed. When they ſaw the others wa- 
vering they ſeized upon one of the Gates of Tax+ 
ris, reſolved to let in Tamerlan with his Army, for 
they truſted in his generoſity and good diſpoſition, 
But that we may better underſtand in what trouble 
theſe people were in, we muſt know that.as ſoon 
as they heard that Tamerlan was upon their bors 
ders, they choſe Taliſmahar for their Prince, who 
before had been but their General, They _ to - 

| im 


vittayof 
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to the Empire of the Tartars, or to hearken to 


any accommodation, when they ſaw how all things iſ 


were changed, they repented of their former re- 
ſolution, and of the choice they had made fo un; 
conſtant are the minds of the common people. 
They wete ſo much the more diffatished with 
Taliſmahar , becauſe before he had declared that 
he was ſtrong- enough, not only to withſtand the 
Tartarians, but alio to drive them again into their 
Country. Now all thefe promiſes ſeem'd to be bt 
vain, on the contrary they ſaw the enemies Army 
victorious and full of many forts of people, Cams- 
res and his men lately overthrown, and the Tartars 
drawing near their Walls to block them up and 
puniſh them, if they offered to reſiſt. They knew 
alſo that the Emperour had ſent them word that 
if they would. ſubmit to him, he would deal with 
them kindly, and not ſuffer the Army to approach 
nearer than four leagues of their City; Their 
Prieſts were the moſt obſtinate to hold out, for fear 
of being conftrain'd to ſubmit to the reformation 
of Gaines. But his ſuperſtitions began to appear 
leſs frightful to theſe Inhabitants. They common- 
ly faid to one another : Shall we for fear of that 
which may chance never to happen, run headlong in- 


zo our certain ruine? Shall we be any longer cozen'd 


with the promiſes of our new Prince, who hath been 
defeated * Have we not heard of the plundering. of 
Cairo, and of the many Towns which Tamerlan hath 
conquered ? Who knows whither he will force ws to be 


wnder Guincs ? Whither he will not rather chooſe ta 


keep us in his own hands, that we may watch over 
that. ambitioxs Prince, whoſe wicked deſigns, he perceive?

wand deaths tha to field. 
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; Wdnck'd with an appearance of Devotion and tounter- 


nt Piety ? Let us free our ſelves from theſe- fears by 
4 bold rreſolution. Let us acknowledge bim fir our 
Lord, who is the. greateſt of all men, and is beſt able 
14 maintain us in Peace and Plenty. 

Theſe diſcourſes were openly ſpoken amongſt 
the pcop!e, and the chief men were not againti 
this reſolution, though they found themſelves a» 
ble to hold out a ſiege of three months and more; 
but they knew at laſt that they ſhould. be forced 
to yield, for to expe Tamirlans Death, a young 
and Iuſty Prince, was a folly which they could not 
entettain.  Thercfore they concluded that the on- 
ly means to fave themſelves was to fubmit to hims 
4xalla;who was the neareſt to the City, was inform» 


© cd of the things that happen'd there; by his ſpies, he 


was careful to let the Empcrour know all. He 


thought it not expedient to be too hally. in. this 


junQure , whiles ſo many diffring paſſions di- 
turb'd the Inhabitants of Tazris , becauſe they 
would oblige them to ſurrender and yie)d up their 
City. When the faction of Grizes ſaw the Citi- 
zens irreſolution, they ſent Deputics to:Tamerlanto 
underſtand his pleaſure, and know what he would 
grant them. This faction was: ſcarce the fixth 
part of the Inhabitants, but a body politick-, as 


well as phyſick, cannot be wounded in one of: its 


members, but the whole muſt ſuffer an alterati- 
on,. diviſion in a politick body is a gangrene, 


Kwhich increaſeth continually' and devours the 


foundeſt part, When Taliſmabar underſicod: of 


this deputation, which had been without his pri-- 
vity, he knew not what remedy to apply.to the 


pullick dificmper, | 
He 
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He ſaw a powerful enemy at the Gates, a oreat | 


diviſion in the City, he- was loath to increaſe and h 
anger it, and cauſe a gencral revolt by the puniſh k 
ment of the guilty. He choſe rather with patienc } 
to withdraw himſelf, arid obſerve at a diftance how 
affaits*would be tranſated. It concerned the fa. 
ion of Gmines not to ſtop where they had be . 
gun, therefore they concluded with the Emperouy 1 
though of themſelves they could not make up” 
above thirty thouſand men in caſe of need, but;

and that the new Prince ſhould be yielded up tf; 
him. They faid moreover, that tho ſome fantaltialſf; 
Fools had clefted him, they would not, to pleal. 
' their humour, loſe and deſtroy fuch a flouriſhing, 
City, and ſo many brave men. When the tumull 
increas'd by little and little, the chief Inhabitanif; 
were perſwaded in their aſſembly to ſend for thi, 
Deputies of the faction of Gaines, to hear from thei; 
mouth, what the Emperour had ſpoken to them 
They came with a great Train of their follower 
ard declared publickly, that the Emperour 
affured them that he would not injure their pe 
ſons'or goods. That he would preſerve their Ch. 
ty in all its priviledges, in cafe they would owiffſ/* 
him for their Prince, and forſake him whom tha 
had Jately elected, and his party.

or the pure Law of Mzhomet, or according to 
Haly's interpretation.

When all things were ready , the, 
Emperour arrived with much Pomp, and attended 
upon by all his Courtiers, He was received with 
great applauſe, and adored by every one. | 
Tamerlan was not a little joytul to have gained 
ſo great a City to his Empire without bloudſhed, 
but the next day, the ſad news of his Unkles de- 
ccaſe da{l'd* all his joyes. The Empreſs ſent him 
word, that his Death had occaſioned ſome ſtirs 
in the Empire, but ſhe had crulb'd them, by the 
taking and impriſonment of the chief Authors, 
This loſs afflicted him, but not ſo much as if he 
had- not ptepared to receive it, Had it not been 
tor the great care of the Empreſs,the Old-man in his 
painful and tedious ſickneſs had been carried away 
by Death long before. Tamerlan wilely ſuppreſſed 
his grief as,well as the news, and would not ſuffer 
it to fly abroad in his Army for fear of -any new 
motions: But he pitch'd upon. Prince Axalla, in 
whom he placed his greateſt confidence, to ſend 
h'm to the Empreſs to help her with his good ad- 
vice, and athit her as Licutenant General, with a 
large Commiſſion and Power, tor he was well be- 
loved by, and-had a great. Authority with the Soul- 
dicrs, This faithful ' Servant left the Army and 
{xt torward with thirty thouſand horſe, publiſhing 
Every Where, that the Eimperour followed himat 
the heels. But he ſtaid ſomctin,e behind to ſe- 
cure his intereſt there, and fruſtrate as much , 
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he could the intentions and defignes of Grniner , 
upon that Country. wr 
- Axalla, who hated all hypocrits, cauſed Tamer- 
len to be perſwaded, that this devout Knave aim= 
ed at the Monarchy of Perſia, He wiſhed him 
therefore to weaken as muchas he could that mans 
faction. The Emperour was alwayes inclinable 
to believe that Guiner was a very real and honelt 
man, whatever was told him by others, therefore 
he could never be obliged to ruine or crols his affairs, 
This Indulgence and too great credulity, proved 
hurtful to the Princes Polterity, for while he was 
dive, Guizes kept himſelf within the' bounds of 
modcration, bat after his deceaſe, he publiſhed a+ 
broad his ambitious intent. This is an excdllent 
Leſſon for the greateſt Monarchs, who commonly 
look no farther thap the time preſent, and are- 
content with the ſubmiſſions and outward homages 
which their vertue and reputation draw frem ſuch 
as ſtand in awe of them. They neglect to look into 
the time to come, and endeavour ta ſecure for their 
poſterity, things that Death is going to take from 
them. In truth the ruine of this faction of Guiner, 
ſetled peace in the Kingdomes of Perſiz, and cauſ- 
&d Tamerlans ſacceſſours to enjoy it a long while. 
This ſubtil man had won the Chancellozer,and ſome 
of the chief of the Emperours Council, by perſyading 
them, that his manner of ſerving God was the moti 
agreeable with the Law of the Prophet. Tamerlan 
ha intent to imitate it, but he would not contra « 
Pf He ſent for ſome of the molt learned perfons 
in"the Law 'to reconcile the differences, At laſt 
when much time had been ſpent in vain, and he ſaw 
' that the reconciliation was impollible, and that <=

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very one kcld to that interpretation which he fancie; 
beſt he neverattempted it any more. After this con- 
ferencc about Religion, he cauſed the Perſians to take 
- the C athof Allegiance.He paid off his army, and re- 
ward«d every man according to his deſervings. He 
gare the Government of Perſiato the Prince of Ta- 
nais to command there, as his Vice-Roy, and left him 
b. ſides, the Troops appointed: for the guarding 
of the Province one hundred thouſand foot, with 
orders to ſend them abroad to Winter in the 
Towns, as well to refreſh lus Souldiers as to oblige, 
by that means the whole Country to continue 
faithful ta him. He led with him the reſt of his 
Troops and Priſoners , for he had given a great 
wany to Gmines, to inſtruct themin his Religion, 
hut this Hypocrite trained them up in War, and 
after 7amerlans death, uſed them with ſucceſs to fur- 
ther his affairs in Perfia. The Prince had Grinet 
then with him , he Jaboured to perſwade him, i 
that his deſire to have Rule, aimed at nothing, but 
the advancement of the Prophets Religion. Tamer» 
lan pretended to believe him, yet neverthelcſs Gminer, 
a craity man,percfived that the Emperour ſuſpeRed 
and underſtood him. But to remove out of his mind 
this ſealouſie of his perſon, he followed and attend- 
cd upon him every where, with great care and dilli- 
gence,He ſaw that his ab{ence could in no caſe injury 
his affairs,and ihat the 7 artarians would furniſh hin 
with waycs and methods to fuccecd in his purpoſes, 
| The Emperounr perfwaded alſo many great fs 
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of Perſia to undertake with him aJourny to Sama, 
He was glad of their Companics,that he might draw 
them from their homes and cure them of their herce- 
vſ{s ang haughty ſpirits, which made them look upoy 
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themlclves, as ſo many petty Princes and Kings. He 
was willing that they ſhould ſee his Court in all - 
its glory, his Pomp and Magniticence, and by his

carry on their work. He gave liberty to all pri- 


for.ers, that would dwell in the City, and fettle 
their abode, and granted large priviledges to all 
the Citizens. And though he ſpent much time in 
ordering the affairs of this new City, henegle- 
cd not to manage and preſerve the atfetions of 
his Souldiers. He had cauſcd all thenames of the 
worthicit of them, who had bchav'd themſelves 
well, to be recorded, which Records he now called 
for, and, when they expected no ſuch matter, he 
gave them gifts and things: anſwerable to their 
behaviour and ſervices, and promoted ſome to

Duke, that he might be ſecure of the horders of 
Pa:thia , whiles he ſhould: be further at a diſiance, 
At this time Tamerlan diſcovered in his privy Coun- 
cil the old Empcrours death, . He cauſed his obs 
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fequics to be performed in the moſt glorious man-_ 
ncr, an{werable te his Fes and gran- 
deur. He ſpent eight dayes in theſe funeral Cere- 


'monics, and aftcrwards left Bajazet in the keeping 


of the Governour of . Sachetay at Samarcand, to go 


and vilit the Empreſs his Wite, But-as his grea- 


telt defire was to live in Peace and Union withhis 
Neighbours and Allies, and to preſerve the Coun- 
tties,, that he had conquered, he thought fit for 
chat purpoſe to ſend Nobazes one of hismoſt un- 
derfianding Miniſters to continue with the Prince 
of Tanais, and aſſiſt him withadvice cither in War 
or for the ſupprctlion of the Cabals; which might 
riſe. to diſquiet his Government and Kingdome, 
or about the borders, and to help him tocarry on 
the Empcrours intereſt and dchgns. - During his 
abſence nothing had happened amiſs, but he charg- 
ed Nobazes to have a ſpccial care, to cauſe order 
and diſcipline to be obſerved amongtti his Soul- 
diers as the bcft means to make them capable of 
the ſervices he expected trom them. 

The Empecrour departed tor ©1inzay with all the 
Court, and his ordinary guard of forty thouſand 
horſe and threeſcore thouſand foot. After {-vcral 
days march, he arrived through the acclamations - 
and publick rejoycings of all the people at Crmba- 
ls, where he received the news of a þattle won 
by Odmar, from one of the Generals of the King 
of China, He gave him an account by letters, that 
in purſuance of the Victory, he had taken three or 
four great Cities of that Kingdome. ' So that the 
King had been forced to ſue for peace the ſecond 
time , Odmar dclirced therefore inſtructions upon 
what conditions he ſhould grant him peace, 
ll | The 
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The Emperour ſent him theſe conditions, which 
he {hould require. That the King of China ſhould 
pay him all the arrears of -the Tribute of the for- 


mer years, unto which he was cngaged by the firſt 


peace, That he (ſhould be obliged to come to him 
and render him homage, as a yaſſal of the Em- 
pire. That whiles he ſhould be in the way the 
Army ſhould depart. That all the Towns taken 
in this laft War ſhould be reſtored, three onely 
excepted at the Emperours choice. That tor all 
other things, they ſhould be reduced to. the ſame 
condition as they were bcfore this Taft break- 
ing out, and that vpon this condition, he ſhould 
pay the Emperours Army ſix mon<ths with all the 
charges of this War, which he had kindlcd of his 
own accord, | | | 
The Emperour at the ſame time conſidered how 
to reward Odmar tor his ſervices, he imagin'd no 


b-ttcr way, than to promote him to the honour of 


his Alliance, by giving him his own Sitter in Mar- 
- Triage, He fent her therefore with a ftately tqui- 
page and Train. So greata token of his reſpects 
and love he conceived, would ingage him the more, 
to be true, faithful, and caretul, - for his Princes in- 
terclt and perſon, and the good- of his Empire. 
It is not to be imagin'd with what ſtate and in 
what glory Tamerlan was welcomed into Cambal; 
for the Inbabirants of this great City, to take a» 
way from him the remembrance of their former 
rebellion, endeayoured,beyond all others,to expreſs 
their zeal-and affection for him. The Prince was 
fo wcll-pleafed with them, that he reſtorcd all 
their privilcdges, which had been taken trom them 
during Calix's revolt, Every where when he 
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as by, there was nothing heard but Prayers and

Zlefdings from all the people, and thankful ex- 
preffions from himſelf, for he labour'd towin the -: 
earts of his Subjetsof this great Empire, which 7 
was fallen into his- hands. Not only the Towns 
and Cities did ring with applauſes, and ſhouts of 
joy, but alſo the Country round about were glad 
to ſee him well and ſafely returned, when he paſſed 


by the Herds , theſe are certain Families, that 


have no ſecled abode, but wander up and down the 
telds, when they are weary in one place, they tra- 
yel to another, and alwayes ſtop where they meet 
with moſt graſs for their Cattle, ? 
The Empreſs came to Cambhalu to meet the Em- 
perour, having left behind 'Axalla at Quinzay, to 
command in her abſence. | And bccauſe this great. - 
City is neareſt to mount Althay, where the Scythian 
Emperours called Great Chams; are uſually interred 
from this City. The Emperour cauſed the Corps 
of his deceaſed Unkle to be carried with all ithe 
Pamp and State imaginable. He himſelf follow- 
ed the Herſez and though it is not uſual to. ſee 
women in. ſuch occaſions, he defired (to expreſs 
more honor to her Father) that the Empreſs (hould 
accompany the body withhim3 they walked toge- 
ther. This he did, to give a greater authority to 
the Empreſs in the Eyes of the World, that in 
caſe God thould take him away, before their Chil- 
dren were at Age. ſhe might be chought worthy 
to govern the Empire during their minority, as he 
himſelf judged her, by all the publick tigns, that 
he could give in all occaſions.

They had a great 
number of armed boats all over the River to fiop 
the coming of any relief tothe City, When the 
Prince of Tznais ſaw that the enemy was fo firong- 
ly fortified in his Trenches, that it was not poſ- 
kbly to force him without running the hazard of 
4 misfortune, he employed his men in-making a- 
nother Trench, and other fortifications for his 
ewn Camp, like that of the Enemies. For it is 
apainſt all policy and prudence, to ſtand with a 
naked Army near and againſt an cnemics Army 
well intrench'd, The Tartarizns were threetimes 
ſironger than the Smltan, hoth 'in horfe and foot, 
but they were obliged for their ſafery torcontinuc, 
thus incampcd near them, becauſe they waited and 
expected the coming of Caliber, who was with the

Fleet was at hand, near the Enemies Bridge for- 
tiied and firengthened with Chains and Ropes, 


he caufed gl his horſe to be ready, and drew up 


his Infantry, ſending forty thouſand men to a 
place, that he had taken notice of, leſs guarded 
than the reſt, For the Enemies ſeeing him in- 
camp'd between them .and the City, they ima- 
gin'd that the greateſt, aſſault would be there , 
therefore they. provided ' that fide accordingly. 
They had neglected to fortifie a little Hill, which 
was of a great advantage to the party that ſhould 
have the command of it. Therefore the Prince' 
of Tanaris ſent this day to aflault and take it. He 
had employed his men upon the water only to 
deceive the Szltan, for after the taking of the 
Hill, he marched forward to the ſecond Trenches, 
as if it had been his defign to aſſault and force 
them alſo', but jt was onely to cauſe the Szl- 
tat to -look that way, for he thought the whole 
Army had been there, he prepared therctore for 
to defend himſelf on that fide. t 
Whiles the Tartarian Army by Land, was thus 
at handy-blows with the enemy, their Naval 
forces broke in upon the Boats, after a ſmall re- 
fiſtance overthrew them, before they could receive 
any help. For in the beginning of the diſpute 
the Tartars perceived that there was an Iſland in 
the' River, where the Szltan had raiſcd a battery 
to ſhoot againſi them, they aſſaulted and carried 
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it,: forcing their enemies to retreat into their Tren#j 
cacs, by this means they loſt the advantage of this 
Pla<c. which was fit to defend their bridge againlt 
the Tarterian. Navy. | Next to the Ifland they aſ- 
ſaulted- the bridge; but at the firſt onſet, Caliber 
was ſunk and drowned, and{his paity in diforder 
and dilccuraged , ' but Sinopes, who commanded 
under him, growing more deſperate hy this. loſs, 
1enewed the tight with a greater reſolution, and 
utterly broke the bridge, ſerting the Fire toit with 
a Boat full of Wild-Fire. This courage of  Sinopes 
torced Victory to declare for him, and opened a' 
paſſage for the Navy to the City in'view oi. the 
Enemies, who could no longer hinder or ſtop it, 
tor the Fleet lying under the Iiland, and ſome En. 
incs that were placed upon the Land fhot into 
Ho Camp, ſo that they could not lift up nor ſhew 
their heads. 4 
This loſs of Calibes was much lamented, for he 
was a man that had rendered great ſervices to the 
Empcrour, who loved him well and truſied him. 
His body was ſought for amongſt many others that. 
periſhcg in the Waters, but none could diſtinguiſh ir, 
It was thought that twenty thouſand men 
died on both ſides that day , for few &ſcapcd of 
Calibes left Wing. Sinopes gain'd- much honor 
:nq rcputatien, by his good condutt and undaunt- 
cd courage. ' This action gavea beginning to his 
preferment: It deſerved to be , well rewarded, for 
there was no poſſþility of relieving the City, but 
by that way,. fot being in great want and fo large, 
many ccnvoys had bcen rcquired to furniſh it, with 
Proviſior.s till the fiiceeeding harveſt, unto which 
rhe was then three months, ;

Fhe Szltar., ſeeing that his paſſage had been 
ſucceſsful,” fent word to the remainder of hisartny 
to adventure over the night following, and that 
as many as could ſhould get aboard. And to in- 
*conrage his men the more and haften them, he 
paſſed over again himſelf to them, far he knew 


- wothing of the ſupply of men, which Sizopes had 


received from the Land Arwy. As ſoon as Sinopes 
faw the enemies he charged them deſpcrately with= 
out delay, The Szltan himſelf - was woundcd 
in performing, the duty of a great Captain, he 
paſſed over the water with a great number of 
his men to joyn with the other party. In this 
difpute , the' S»ltan loſt a great many men and 
ſome Poats were ſunk, only twenty thouſand were 
remaining bchind in their Camp, without any 
hopes of retrcat to their Prince. The Tartars 
aſſaulted and won their next Trenches , but the 
innermoſt were ſo well fortified and guarded that 
the Commanders thought it no wifdome to venture 
upon them, but rather to ſtay where they were 
than to hazard all upon an uncertainty. They 
incamp'd therefore within the Trenches, in ex- 
pcation of that which they were to have by rea» 
fon and the rules of War, ſooner than by torce, 
Which happen'd accordingly, for as ſoon as the 
enemies ſaw themſelves pen'd up, and not able 
to look about, by reaſon of the Tartars approaches, 
they ſent to dclire to parlcy with them , which 
was granted, They ſent to the Princeof Tanais 
a Parthian Officcr, who hed a long tin. e ſerved

under him, but bcing left behind ſick and taken 
by the Szltan, he enter'd himſelf in his ſervice, 
After ſome demonſtrations. of his ſtrength, this 
Prince had made him Major General of his In- 
 fantry.Hedefired to ſpeak with the Prince of Tanais, 
He told him that he-had been ſent with his Comrades 
from the Troops, which he belieged, to intreat him 
to thew them. mercy, and not to ſpill any more 
humane blood:, 'but without it to accept of the 
Victory, which they offered into his hands upon 
the conditions that he ſhould propoſe. As the 
Prince of Tanais was viſiting the Trenches he heard 
the offcr of this Collonel with Joy. 
He gave them liberty upon this condition, 
that, for the time to come, they ſhould be Sub- 
jets and Slaves to the Empcrour, and ſerve him 
in his Wars whereſoever they ſhould be command- 
cd. All which they promifcd to perform. Some 
were commiſſioned -by the Prince of Tanais to 
reccive their Oath.'.

© This Prince ,, as we have taken, notice, was 
wounded at the piſſage pf the River, which cauf- 
e4 him to 'retreat with his Cavalry twenty leagues, 
to a place that hclong'd to him yet. - As (ſoon as 
he was arrived, he died of: his wounds, to the 
great ſorrow of his followers. The Prince of Ta 
z@is, who, as ſoon as he could, purſued him, en- 
tercd into this place, named Palema, a few daycs 
after his death, and hnding that he was not buricd, 
ſhed Tears for his unhappy end, comnianding that 
he ſhould be interred according to his Quality, and 
| received 


xeceived very courteouſly all his 'Servants. He had 
left behind him a Son, who had carried with him 
all chat would not yield to the Emperour. They fled 
to the borders of Lybia, into certain Towns of a 
difficult acceſs, becauſe of the Wilderneſs that lies 
in the way to them.

- The Prince ot Tanais had 'his' Offices and Go. 
vernment beſiowed upon him, with order to make 
his ordinary abode in Syiz and ZEgypr, to watch 
and look over them, and keep thoſe Provinces in 
peace... Sinopes was made Major General of the Im- 
perial army, which was commanded to return in- 
to Perſia, under the leading of the great Chamt- 
berldin; who came tothe Army atthecloſe of the 
War; with a conſiderable 'body: of men. For it 
was Tamerlanscuftome to cauſe one Army to tharch 
after another, towards. the places.that wanted af 
fiftance. This: happy ſucce(s. of his Licutenants 
ſhewed' how much it concerns a Prince to dwell 
in the midft of. his Dominions, that he might 
with -more eaſe,' and moze ſpeedily fznd _ 
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his ſuccours. to defend any part . or Corner: 


The King of China was then at the Emperouts 
Court, to wait upon him, according tothe Arti» 
cles of agreement conc{uded with him, which he 
confirmed in the Princes preſence, and ſwore 0+ 
bedience, and did him homage. The Emperour 
endcavoured to render himfelf dreadful to this 
Heathen King, who never kept his promiles, btt 
when he pleaſed by ſhewing him his ſtrong Towns 
well furniſhed with people.

upon: the Suftan; he was eye witnels of the pubs- . 


lick rejoycings, which laſted cight dayes, ſpent 
in ſports, featting, and other divertiſeinents, af- 
ter that he returncd to his own: Country. The 
Emperour gavye.order next to. difiribute double 
pay to his Army, which was returning out of A- 
gypt into Perfia,, with the Great Chamberlain and 
Sinopes Majox. General, Afterwards he went to 
Quinzay, to fee his Son, and fatishe the impatient 
withes of this great City, that deſired paſſionately to 
enjoy him. His preſence was alſo needtul to regu- 
hte all affairs; as he had-done in other places. Axalla 
had no mind tobc too bufie, becauſe he had todo

which nothing could take him',off. When all 
things were ready, Axalls took his leave of his Im- 

zat Majeſiy,.to.:go tothe Camp, He had with

divertiſements, which were agajn renewed at-the- 
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whom he had brought from all places, .where he 
had been with his Armies, or who had been re-. 
commended to him for their skill. For them he 
built a Temple and called it by the Nameof Fez: 
ſas Chriſt the Son of, God. Axalla, and many 0- 
thers of the ſame Religion , were the beſt and 
chiefeſt Souldiers of his Army, for the Prince had 
confidence in them, He truſted them as much 

his natural Subjects, and more than the moſi of t 

xalous followers of Mahomet. _ He had given 
orders, all over his Empire, that Chriſtians ſhould 
have free liberty to exerciſe . their Religion, and 
that Jeſes Chriſt, the Son of God, ſhould be. ho- 
noured arid reverenced by all the World. The 
Chriſtian devotians were performed every day in 
the Army, without moleſtation or hindrance; 
And the Emperour had in his dominions many 
Countries where the Inhabitants were all Chriſti- 
ans. He gave orders that they ſhould have liber= 
ty to profeſs their own Religion ,. and be in as 
much eſteem and favour as thoſe of the Mahome= 
tan profeſſion, becauſe, as he ſaid, they , worſhip+ 
ped but one ofly God, and that they denied all 
pluralitfics. as well as himſe}fo He hated all Ido- 
laters in ſuch a manner , . that wherever he weat 


Þ he pulled down their Idols, he enſlaved their perfons, 


and commanded them to be eſteem'd ſo.He could noe 
have a greater joy than when any of his own'or the 
Chriſtian Religion diſcourſed to him of Lewd can 
plcs and precepts, When thei lives were without 
vain-glory he eſteem'd them the more, When they 
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were not like certain hypocrites, who had nothing 
butan outward ſanity, by which they endeavour'd 
to ſurpriſe the mindsof the people and to get an c+

ſieem arnongſt men. He wondred molt at the relation 


that was given him of men, who of their own accord | 


Have forſaken the World, for Jcſus Chriſts ſake, to 
live only upon dry meats and without taſte, in loane 
ſome Deſarts; denying to themſelves all the plea- 
ſures of life, to embrace that which they judg'd 
to be moſt pleaſing to God. When he heard of 
the ſtrarge perſecutions, which Chriſtians ſuffered 
under the Heathen Empc rours, he was grieved, and 
this grief ſtirred up in him an inward affeCtion 
for thoſe that were of that Religion. 

So that this great Prince had in him two good 


qualities, which cauſed him to be well beloved by | 


all the World, Piety and Fuſtice. Three times e« 
very week, he executed Juſtice to his Subjets in 
the City of Samarcande, ſeating himſelf in his 
Throne with a Majeſty well becoming the Mo- 
Nnarch of the greateſt part of the World : But all 
this glory; in which he appeared, hinder'd him not 
from valuing the caſe of the poor and deſpicable, 
more than that of the rich. Other days were 
deſigned to fit in Council with his. chief Mini»: 
ſters, to conſider of his weighty affairs of State, 
In that place no perſon could be fo bold as to 
diſguiſe the Truth, or to a& or ſpeak paffionate- 
ly without hazarding his Princes diſpleaſure. In this 
occaſion, he (hewed not that indulgence,which he ex- 
preſſed in all other occaſions and-aQtions of his life.” 

In this manner, he caufed himſelf to be dread- 
ed and beloved of all his Subje&s ;-and chiefly 
of his Domeſticks, whom he never put out of their 
employments, but when he was thereunto forced 
by ſome ill behaviour or relapſes in wickedneſs, 


which could not. well be pardoned, He nevet 
diſmiſs 
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diſmiſs'd thoſe who had ſerved the Emperbur hig- 
 Unkle, but rctain'd them all in his ſervice and/ in-' 
creaſed their wages, to. remove or quallifiein ſome 
reſpects, the diſpleaſure they had conceived for fo: 
great a loſs. He beſtowed great gifts upon ſirang= 
as to win their affections, and uſe them in times 
of need. This wiſe and judicious dealing was not 
unknown -to many great men of the Moſcovites 
Court and Council, who were the better every 
year tor the Tribute, which their Maſter ſent in 
monies to the Emperour. For he ſcarce kept any 
art of it for himſelf, but gave it to them, that 
he might oblige them the more to- be his Crea- 
tuxes, and ſend him intelligence of any thing that 
xclated to his intereſt, He was ſo punQual and 
exaQt in his Revenues, that thoſe, who had the 
management of them, were obliged to give him- 
Mm account every three months. In an hour he 
viewed over the Receipts and Expences of his large 
Empire. He had a great reſpect for his Sper- 
Intendant or Lord Treaſarer, for he was a man of 
noted integrity , free from bribes 'or corruption. 
He received his orders from the Princes one moutli 
at every moment» He had orders to pay off the 
Penſions of the Princes, and chief Officers of the 
Crown without leaving this buſineſs to under A- 


| gents : Such perſons were to fſatisfie meaner Of- | 


ficers, and pay off the other expencesof the Em- 
pire. But of all theſe payments the chief Trea- 
furer was to be an{werable in his own perſon, 
ind of all the miſdemeanours of his underlings; 
Therefore this Employment, was very dangerous 
in this E mpire. Two were put to death by the Ex- 
ecutioner, becauſe they had not prefer'd the Princes 
T 2 | nterel? | 
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intereſt to their own private benefit. Now the 
Revenues of the Emperour were not certain, for 
he increaſed or diminiſh'd them according as need 
required. | 

After the death of the laſt Emperour, he cauſed 
all the currant Coyn to be Stamp'd with his own 
Image, prohibiting all other of any former impreſ- 
fion, When he was at Samarcande, he reformed 
many things in his Incomes. The report went 
about that he was reſolved to make a great ſtock 
of monies, but no man knew the cauſe. He was 
naturally very liberal, which gain'd him the hearts 
of all the World. When he had paſſed over a 
_ day without beſtowing ſome Gift, he commonly 
fatd that he had ſpent it in vain. By giving, he 
faid, Men became like God, whoſe Gifts never 
any body refuſed. | 

But to return to Axalla, As ſoon as he was in 
the Army, he cauſed all the Old Orders to be 
renewed and publiſt'd, which the Emperour ob- 
ſerved, when he was with them. They had been 
neglected every where through the Chieftains fault, 
who, to deſiroy the ancient diſcipline, had brought 
in forreign cuſtomes not ft to be obſerved by 
the Parthians and Tartarians. When thereforc he 
had called together all the Chief Commandersand 
other Officers, he repreſented to them the difor- 
ders intreating them to endeavour with him a re- 
formation, to bring all things to their firſt State, 
and re-eſtabliſh the ancient diſcipline, which ob- 
 liged them to be confined within their Camp, and 


there to cauſe their Souldiers to ſubliſt, who were 


£xown heavy and idle by their abode in Cities 
«nd Garriſons, whereas in the Camp the Souldi- 
- &r 
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er is uſed to work , every one in his turn to 


" firengthen their fortifications. For which pur> 
poſe, there were alwaies in the Imperial Armics 
thirty thouſand men appointed. To avoid all con- 


fuſion in the receiving of orders, amongſt the In- 
fantry, he gave an under Officer to every ten Soul- 
diers, which Officer was to be governed by ano- 
ther, who was over one hundred men: And he 
was fo be commanded by a Collonel, who had'a 
thouſand , and he by another Superior Officer, 
who had ten thouſand under him ; but all were 
to be govern'd by the Major General. . Amongſt 
the Cavalry there was this Order , one - hundred 
horſe men were commanded by a Captain, who 
was under a Collonel that was to be over a thou- 
and, and he to be under a Superior Officer, that 
commanded ten thouſand. So that orders were 
to be diſtributed all over the Camp, by the ſeve- 
ral Officers from the General. That he might 
better eſtabliſh this order, he muſter'd all his Ar- 
my, and ſectled it in that manner. It contain- 
ed threeſcore thoufand foot, commanded by ſix 
chief Collonels under the General, and forty thou- 
ſand horfe with four chief Officerss Amongſt 
them were a thouſand light horſe named Stradiots. 
Beſides thefe, the General had his particular 
Guards to wait upon his perſon, they were in 
number two thouſand horſe and four thouſand 
foot. This was the condition of the Army ſtyled 
Imperial, the others had not that name. That 
which was in Syria was compoſed of tweaty 
thouſand horſe and forty thouſand foot. That 
of China had the ſame number; and that about 


Cambali were as many. There were two others,

in one Body, governed as we have ſaid before; 
and ableto ſtrengthen the others, and aſlilt them 
in caſe of need. 

| Axalla, who could by no means endure idleneſs, 
employed all his care to ſettle in good order the 
Army under his Comniand, and endeavoured to tind 
out all the Engines of War, and Artillery uſed by 
Chriſtians with ſo much ſucceſs, as well to attack as 
to defend Cities and Towns, In theſe arts he en- 
deavoured to be $kilful, and for that purpoſe, he 
- made uſe of the Jews. For by their Trade 
in all parts, they brought to him all the new 
Inventions, that they could meet with in forreign 
Countries to communicate them to others , to 
whom they were unknown, That which pleaſed 
him moſt was the Invention of Guns, which a 
Grecian brought him, after the death of Andro- 
ricus with Powder ,, which he tricd in the pre» 
ſence of all the Army to their greataſtoniſhmentr, 
tor they could not imagine how it came to pals, 
that it ſhould have ſo great a power and ſtrength, 
The advantages expected from it , cauſed the 
Emperour to be at a great expence, to purchaſe 
ſome from Chriſtians, and to fetch perſons out of 
Enrope, that could make Gun=powder and caſt 
Canon , and other pieces of Artillery. In the 
Tartarian Army before this they had certain En- 
gines able to, caſt great ſtones: or other ſhot with 
an incredible ſwiftneſs, but that was not to be

This: foreſight of the time to come, proved to 
þe- well grounded, for in a moment this great Mos 
narchy was overthrown, by the diviſions and ha- 
tred of the two brethren, who could nevyer be. re- 
conciled. About tnis time news came of a revolt 
at Babylon, but Prince Axalla's ſuddain appearance 
there ſtifled all commotions in their beginning and 
returned to his Camp. A little after , he had 
another occaſion offered him, to expreſs his va-

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CHAP. VIIL 


Callepin, Bajazet's Son promoted to the Empire, after 
bis Fathers death. His War with Tamerlan, Heis 
* defeated by Axalla. Tamerlan's fickreſt and death, 


S ſoon as Bajazet had ended his dayes in 

the City of Samarcande, and -the news was 
brought to the Turks, they took his ſecond Son 
named Callepin to advance him upon his Fathers 
Throne. This promotion, together. with the fair 
hopes, that he gaye of his perſon, had encourag- 
ed them to raiſe a powerful Army to retake again 


Natolia, which they judged the eaſter to accom- 


pliſh, becauſe the diviſions of the Greek Emperoxrs 
family would not ſuffer him to intermedle in 
the War, for his Brothers were in Rebellion a- 
gainſt him, and kept him ſo employed, that he 
had no leaſure to look abroad to the affairs of 
Aſia, But Axalla being informed of their de- 
ſigns , ſent word to the Emperour to acquaint 
him with all their proceedings. This attempt 
of the Tarks was not only againſt the Greek Emi» 
pire, but alſo againſt Tamerlan, who ſaw himſelf 
obliged to prevent the miſchief intended. De- 
mocares was ſecretly employed to gather together 
Souldiers in Perſia, to ſend them to Callepin, with 
whom he purpoſed to joyn with his party. © Ax- 
als could not well proceed, before he had the 
Emperours orders in fo weighty'a buſineſs. He 
ſent him word, that his Army was in as good a 
condition, as could be expected and ready for acti- 
may on 
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on. And that he thought it beſt to meet the e- 
nemy in his own Country, and not expe& h's come 


ing into Perfia: for all the frontiers were ſecure 
and in peace, but in Perſia the Inhabitants were 
unconſtant and not well confirmed in their obe- 
diencc, | 

He ſent word alſo to the Emperour that Li. 
chibanes the Governour of Natolia, had taken away 
all - his Souldiers out of Barſa, pulled down thc 
fortifications, becauſe he was not able to keep it, 
and that he was retreated with all his Cavalry 
and Infantry to the foot of the Mountains, which 
he had ſciſed with a reſolution there to expe 
the orders of his Imperial Majeſty with more 
men, which he wonted, beeauſe in all the Pro- 
vinces, there was. no Town of any ſtrength to 
make a reſiſtance againſt the enemy. When the 
Emperovur heard all theſe things, he called toge- 
ther his Council, where it was reſolved that Prince 
Axallz ſhould without delay with his Army march 
into Natolia to joyn with Lichibanes, That Odmar, 
with theforces of ©#inzay and Cambaln, ſhould go 
thither through the borders of Moſcovia, and Zeri- 
ſanes ſhould ſirengthen his Army with twenty thou- 
{and horſe, That an Embaſſadour ſhould be diſ- 
patched to the Prince of Moſcovia, to defire the 
teri thouſand horſe, which he was obliged by his 
Treaty of Peace to ſend in ſuch like occaſions to 
aitiſt Tamerlan. That the Prince of Tanais like- 
wiſe ſbould ſecure his Government, and take 
with him all his horſe to meet the Army at 
the rendevour. -* | 

That in the mean while, the Governour of 
Bbylon ſhould raiſe twenty thouſand hoxſc = 
bit, 
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6fty thouſand foot in Perſis, befides ather levies 
ſhoald be made in all other Provinces, That tb 
haſten him the more, Commitllions ſhould be ſent 
him from the Emperour with Commiſſioners to 
chooſe proper and able men, ſome to bear arms, 
others for the works and labours of the Camp : 
Orders were alſo ſent to all the chief Cities of 
the Empire, commanding the Magiſtrates to make 
proviſions of viquals and other neceſſaries, and 
convey them fate to the Army, by men appoint- 
ed for that purpoſe. Zamay alſo the Governour 
of Sachetay was ordered to go with all ſpeed to 
Deriſtan to xeceive all the Troops, that ſhould come 
thither with the proviſions for the belly, and other 
neceſſaries tor Souldiers, and ſend them to the 
Army. The Emperour cauſed it to be raiſed a 
broad , that he would be himſelf at the Head 
of his Army, and puniſh the Tarks tor their bold 
attempts. | 

In the mean while , the Imperial "Army was 
marching to the borders, increaſing dayly by the 
acccflion of new Troops. Axalla their General 
was overjoyed to be employed in this glorious 
expedition, he had ſccret orders to put a period 
to this War, and not to exp<&t the Emperours 
coming, who advanced towards the Army with a 
flow pace, being retarded by the indiſpoſition of 
his body. tormented with a diſeaſe, He was de- 
firous that A4xalls ſhould put an end to this War 3 
for that purpoſe, he had given him the whole 
Command over fo much of his Treaſure as wa 
needful, as well as over the Army. 4 

The Prince of Tanais, who had orders to ſe- 
Cure his Goyernment, and then to joyn witl Ax- 
77% : alls 
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alle, ſent ſeveral parties of horſe before him to 
the Imperial Army, with ten thouſand foot, which 
he took out of - voy and eight thouſand horſe, 
They were commanded by a Lord named A#bi- 
ran, a faithful Servant of the Emperours, and 
Agcallo's real Friend. 

' In his' way through Armenia, he drew out of 
the . Garriſons' twenty thouſand horſe to joyn 
them with the Imperial Army , which confiſted 
then of fourſcore thouſand horſe and one hundred 
thouſand foot. Tamerlan had as many more gathered 
out of Moſcovyand the province of Sachetay, but he 
could not in fix months joyn with Axalla, for he 
was ſo diſeaſed, that he could not make more haſte, 
' There were ſome tears among(t his Courtiers, that 
hisdiſtemper would igcreaſe and grow more dange- 
rxous, and that it would oblige him to return to 
Semercande, becauſe the pain, which he felt in his 
fide, became' every day worſe and worle, ſo that 
it tormented his body , and had taken away his 
ſtomack, by degrees he- grew teebler. None but 
his chief Officers and Domeſiicks knew this, they 
wepye all afraid of death , which was not to be 
avoidcd.. A certain Altrologer had foretold that 
immediately before his death , he ſhould win a 
battle againſt all the Eaſt, Another ſent him 
word to take hecd of the thirteenth day of the 
Moon and the ninth moneth of the year. Theſe 
predictions made the Emperour belicve, that he 
ſhould die in a battle and not in his bed, but this 
thought of leaving the Worlds did in nu” wiſe 
trouble him, but often would fpeak of his mor- 
tality, and of the debt he owed to Nature, He 
was .cxpecting every day Odmar, who was come 


ing 
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ing to him with the Young Ptince his Son, for 
as he ſaid; he-intended to preſent him to the Ar- 
my, and to ſhew him thoſe perſons who were 
to ſerve him, as ſoon as God ſhould cake him 
out of the World. But he* was very deſirous to 
embrace him once more, before he gave up the 
Ghoſi, and ſend him afterwards to the Empreſs, 
his Mother, to Samarcande with Odmar. - And 
though his diſeaſe was very troubleſome, he ha4 
taken a reſolution if need required to go over the 
Boſphore of Thracia, to Canſtantinople and into Greeee, - 
to encourage his men by his preſence, to endea- 
your to cut off, and root out all that dangerous 
brood of Txrks and ſecure his intereſt by that micans 
in his new Conqueſts from all future invaſion. | 
Whiles the Emperour ftaid for the Prince his 
Son. with a great longing, Axalla was bulic in his 
Army, ſpur'd on with an earneſt deſire of Glory. 
He was ſo ſpeedy, that he entered into Twrcomanie 
at the ſame time, as hfteen thouſand Georgzans, 
ſtrong and warlike men , overtook his Army. 
He marched to Gorga , where the Governour of 


' the Provinces met him to welcome him and re- 


ceive from him, the Orders that Axalla had to 
deliver to him in the Emperours name, but he 
would not undertake any thing till the com- 
ing of the Prince of Tanais, for that purpoſe, 
he made all ſpeed poſſible with fifteen thouſand 
horſe and thirty thouſand foot, which he broughe 
with him, As ſoon as he was comeup with his 
party to. the Imperial Army, Axalla according 
to Tamerlanrorders, gave the Prince the command 
of the Vanguard, The Governour of the Couns

on. His Government reached as far'as Perfiaand 
Syria. - | , | 
-: But that we may better underſtand this part of 
the Hiſtory, we muſt take notice, that as ſoon as 
Tamerlan had conquered all Natolia, he gave a 
great part of it back to the Greek Emperour 
mpon condition, that he ſhould pay as a Tribute 
every year four hundred thouſand Ducats of Gold, 
2nd cight hundred thouſands. Livers of Silver. 
Falls ſent therefore to this Prince to acquaint 


Him with his coming to Gorga, where he gather. 


ed all the. Troops together, which 'Tamerlan ſent 
from all parts to make'up the body of an Army, 
which he himfelf was in his march to command: 
to do him the ſame good Offices, which he had 
formerly done to his Father, thereforc he intreat» 
ed him to reconcile the differences of his-own fa- 
mily to prevent a forreign evil, which increaſed 
viſibly to the eye, and which would caſt him in-. 
to the fame inconveniency as his Father was before 
him, if he did not remedy it betimes, He fent 
to_adviſe him, that if he di4 not quench/the 
domeſtick difſentions and troubles of his family, 
he would but give an advantage to his mortal 
enemy, who would become fironger through his 
weakneſs and troubles. This ſeaſonable and wholes 
ſome advice, made no impreſſion upon the minds 
of this Prince or of his Brothers. They had ſhar- 
ed the Empire amongſt themſelves, and were at 
variance about their portions contrary to their de« 


fires, they help'd to increaſe and enlarge the Turs 


kiſh Empire, whereof the Prince was likely to 
fucceed their Father, without b:ing any wayes 
rclated 
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related to him. They were ſo fooliſh as to be 
Jealous of Tamerlan's Embaſſadours and angry 
at the meſſage, for they believed at- firſt that 
the ſuccours that Axalls brought, were not © a« 
bove cen or twelve thouſand horſe , but when 
they underfiood from the mouth of the Embaſ. 
fador, an able and a wiſe man , that the Army 
had ſo many thouſand horſe and feot as to make 
a dreadful body. inſtead of rejoycing or- expref- 
ſing their thankfulneſs , they began to tear that 
Tamerlan had ſent his men againſt them, as well 
as againſt Callepin : Neither the remembrance of 
Tamerlans former generolity expreſſed to their de- 
ceaſed Father, nor the Embafſadours endeavours, 
to aſſure them of the Emperours good and fin- 
cere intentions to do them- no harm, could not 
remove theſe ill grounded ſuſpitions out of their 
F minds. They were ſo blind and brutith, that 
they would not admit of a Truce amongſt them» 
ſelves, fo great was their hatrcd tor one another, 
At the return of this uſeleſs Embaſſhhe , Axallz 
underfiood where Callepin lay with his Army, 
and how many men he had. Theretore after the 
general muſters, he marchcd to ſeek out the Enemy 
in Caramania Callepin was at firſt aſtoniſhed at 
the dilligent proceedings of the Army, bat much 
more, when at the return of the ſcouts , he uns 
derftood its order, diſcipline and number of men 3 
for he had imagined that it would not be above ten 


| or twelve thouſand men. [When he had learned 


the truth, he called together his Council, All the 
Commanders adviſed that Callepin, who was the 
ofily perſon alive of the Ottoman family, ſhould: 
not hazard his perſon in the battle, that he was 

| to 
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to bedeſircd to. ſtay at a diſtance, and ſee theconſe- 
quence and end of the fight. That though his Army 
was ſtrong and powerful, becauſe the Perſians and 
Mamelucks, two warlike Nations, made up the grea- 
teſt part of it: It was to be feared if things ſucceeded 
not well with them, they would conelude a peace 
to the prejudice. of the Turks with the victorious 
enemy. When Callepin underſtood that the Em- 
perour in perſon , was advancing after Axalls 
with another Army , as numerous and as brave 
as the former, he began to repent that he. had 
awakened the drowlic Lyon. The Greek ,Empe- 
rour alſo imagining,that all this Army was deſigned 
to take from him his Country, as well as to drive 
away the Turks, ſent to conclude a league with. 
Callepin, which after it was agreed too the Turk 
deſired ſome ſuccours, to help him againſt Tamer. 
lans Army, which was there purpoſely todefend the 
Greek from the Turk, the common enemy of both. 
He alleadged theſe reaſons to ſirepgthen his ridi- 
culous fancy': That in all appearance the Empe» 
rour would not be content, with ſuch narrow li- 


mits to his Empire as the Egean Sea, but would '|þ 


enlarge it beyond Conſtantinople, That they ought 
to joyn together, for the ſecurity of their domi- 
nions, and repulſe that ambitious Prince into his 
own Neſt in Tartary. That he could not aÞprove his 
Fathers -proccedings, nor would follow his foot- 
- ſteps, for after his Fathcrs deceaſe, he had refuſ- 
ed to give any encouragement to Tamerlans Go» 
vernour in Natolia: That his Army had advance
